FIRST SESSION. 

The first session of the twenty-fifth annual meeting of the 
Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association was called to order at 
10.35 a. m. by President Gates introducing Dr. A. W. Boone, 
who opened the Association with prayer. President Gates in 
a short talk asked Mr. F. W. Ward, of Memphis, to introduce 
Mr. Leo Goodman, who would welcome the Association to the 
City of Memphis on behalf of Mayor Crump. Mr. Jesse L. 
Nelson, of Jackson, responded to same in a very appropriate 
address. 

Mr. T. A. Robinson welcomed the Association on behalf of 
the Memphis Retail Druggists' Association. Mr. D. H. Neil, of 
Nashville, responded to same. 

On call for roll of officers, all were found to be present except 
Vice-Presidents J. A. Loyd, of Pulaski, and Iliff Conger, of 
Sewanee. 
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Dues were paid as per list in front part of Proceedings. 

New members were enrolled at this meeting as per list in 
front part of Proceedings, on motion of Mr. Ammons. 

The President's address was postponed until the afternoon 
session. 

The Secretary's report was received as follows: 

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

To the Officers and Members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, 

Gentlemen : I herewith submit the annual report of the Secretary's 
office for the year ending July i6, 1910. 

Soon after the last annual meeting, statements were mailed to all 
delinquents as usual. The proceedings were printed and mailed as soon 
as practicable. 

The pharmaceutical press have been unusually nice to us this year in 
printing notices of the meeting and other matters of interest to the Asso- 
ciation. Your Secretary wishes to acknowledge receipt of the following 
journals for the year: Meyer Brothers* Druggist, The Southern Pharma- 
ceutical Journal, The Midland Druggist, the Practical Druggist, Merck's 
Report, the Druggist Circular, the American Druggist, and the Apothecary. 

On February 21, 1910, I had the pleasure of submitting the names of 
the persons whom the Association had recommended to the Governor for 
appointment of one on the Board of Pharmacy. 

On August 5, 1909, Congress passed an act putting a tax on corpora- 
tions, joint stock companies, associations and insurance companies, requir- 
ing them to report annually to the Internal Revenue Department. Our 
Association being incorporated, we were instructed to make such a report. 
This was done in February, and your Secretary received the following 
letter from the Collector of Internal Revenue at Nashville: 

Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 26, T910. 

Mr. E. F. Trolinger, Nashville, Tetm. 

Sir: I am in receipt of your return of annual new income for 1909, 
and note what you state in your letter. 

Your report shows that your corporation is not organized for profit 
and has no shares issued. 

This being the case, no annual return will be required to be made in 
the future. Respectfully, 

(Signed) R. S. Sharp, Collector, 
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Tennessee also has a law that requires all corporations doing busi- 
ness in this State to make an annual report This was done the last 
week in June. 

Our President has kept the Secretary busy the past few months mail- 
ing circulars and letters to the members in order to have them ready for 
this meeting, and it has done a great deal of good, as will be seen from 
the list of new members that we have gotten the past year. 

Your Secretary was dumbfounded to receive a special delivery letter 
from Mr. F. W. Ward, one night the first part of May, telling him that 
Raleigh Springs Hotel would not be open for the season, and that we must 
have quick action in regard to a change in the place of meeting. I imme- 
diately got in touch with our President, and he had me call a special 
meeting of the Executive Committee for Friday night. May 13, at the 
Tulane Hotel, Nashville, to consider a place to hold the twenty-fifth 
annual meeting. At this meeting, after considering the features that the 
Entertainment Committee had already arranged and that Raleigh Springs 
was so close to Memphis, and upon invitation of the druggists of Mem- 
phis, we decided that it would be the only proper place to hold the con- 
vention, and we trust that our action in the matter will meet with the 
approval of the Association. During the year we have enrolled 95 new 
members. Twenty-five members will be suspended for non-payment of 
dues unless they pay their dues at this meeting, they being more than 
three years in arrears with dues. This will leave us a total membership of 
292; quit an increase over last year, when we had 197.

In conclusion, I want to thank the officers and members of the various 
committees for the valuable assistance they have been to me during the 
year, also the traveling men who have labored so faithfully with us to 
make the meeting a success. 

I also want to thank the various firms who have contributed so lib- 
erally their cash and merchandise, and the firms who have advertised 
so liberally with us, and wish to commend them to the members when 
making their purchases during the year. A little word in a letter to each 
firm about the contribution or the advertisement will do you no harm and 
will make the firms have a feeling that their contributions are appre- 
ciated.

President Gates called the second session to order at 2.30 p. m. 
Minutes of the morning session were not ready, so same were 
deferred until Wednesday morning session. 

Committee on Trade Interests reported as follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TRADE INTERESTS. 

(Majority Report.) 

To the Officers and Members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. 

The drug trade has been in a fairly healthy condition during this year. 
There are conditions that have always existed that some effort should 
be made to correct. 

Money invested in the business does not give the income that it 
should, and not as much as money invested in other things that do not 
require the same time and attention, and does not have the responsibility. 

We do not get enough for the time required to fill prescriptions. The 
drug business is too much on a commercial plane, and prescriptions are* 
figured too much on a cost basis, and very frequently the volume of 
business is not enough if there was no cost of material attached to make 
an income that would be considered as compensation for a man of ordi- 
nary business capacity, and the salary advanced a first-class prescription- 
ist is frequently more than the proprietor gets out of his business. The 
profession needs education along the line of higher prices for all mix- 
tures that need compounding, or the skill of a registered man. 

While we would advise the advancement of the drug business to the 
highest possible standard of excellence, we must not forget that it is our 
source of living, and we should advance it to a more profitable basis. I 
hardly know of a successful druggist that if he would have entered some 
other busness, he would have much more money, and have been freed from 
the enslavement of long hours and the great responsibility of the drug 
store. 

We would especially recommend to the trade the adof|tion and use of 
the N. A. R. D. mark on all prescriptions that are copied. 

We find that the Pure Food and Drugs Act has been beneficial to the 
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tr^de in more ways than one; it has put the profession on a higher pUne 
and given the public more confidence in the business, and thanks to the 
liberal construction of the law, it has not been a hardship upon any one, 
and is trying to be obeyed as near as the complicated nature of the law 
will admit. 

We think there should be a more liberal construction put upon the 
pharmacy law, as we consider it a great hardship upon the smaller dealers, 
who do not do enough business to justify them in employing a registered 
man, to compel them to shut up their stores when they are compelled to 
leave the house for a short time, or be fined. 

We consider it unfortunate that the many magazine and newspaper 
artides that appear that reflect upon the trade should go unnoticed, as 
they give the impression that we are guilty of all the atrocious things that 
are charged to us. All they have to do is to mention public health, and , 
quoted from Dr. Wiley, and they will publish any kind of rot. 

It would be better if we did not have to pay for our certificates. If 
the law is for the public benefit and protection, the State should pay the 
expenses. While it is a small matter individually, in the aggregate it is 
considerable, and the annoyance of renewals is great. We would sug- 
gest that a committee be appointed to investigate the matter and see if it 
cannot be abolished. 

The one thing that touches us more nearly than anything else is the 
over-priced proprietaries. We should devise some plan by which we could 
keep from our shelves all articles priced above $2, $4 and $8 per dozen, 
as the profit at this price is as little as any other business man would 
think of getting on his investment. We think it an injustice to the whole- 
sale trade for the proprietors to give their best price on small deals to 
the retail trade, when we expect the wholesaler to keep a stock of every 
kind of patents and sell to us in one-half dozen lots at the regular price. 

It. is unfortunate that there is not a greater confidence existing be- 
tween the members of the profession in the same communities, and the 
only reason that appears to us is the slavish attention to business, beget- 
ting selfishness and distrust of their opponents. We . would suggest that 
there should be fewer hour of business, that the stores should be closed 
early, and that Sunday should be made a day of rest, and that drug 
stores should not be made places of resort on Sunday, making it a re- 
proach to the trade. H. C. Shapard, Chairman.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TRADE INTERESTS. 

(Minority Report.) 

I am heartily in favor of the report as read by the majority except 
in the following parts: 
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(i) "We think there should be a more liberal construction put upon 
the pharmacy law, as we consider it a great hardship upon the smaller 
dealers, who do not do enough business to justify them in employing a reg- 
istered man, to compel them to shut up their stores when they are com- 
pelled to leave the house for a short time, or be fined." I do not concur 
with the majority report in above section. 

(2) "It would be better if we did not have to pay for our certificates. 
If the law is for the public benefit and protection, the State should pay 
the expenses. While it is a small matter individually, in the aggregate 
it is considerable, and the annoyance is great. We would suggest that a 
committee be appointed to investigate the matter and see if it cannot be 
abolished." 

While I agree with the gentlemen on the part that it would be bet- 
ter not to have to renew certificates yearly, but as the law is for a pro- 
tection to the retail druggist, as much as it is to the public, I cannot see 
the objection to paying tfte dollar yearly, and do not concur with the 
majority committee's report. R. L. Coley. 

On motion of Mr. Davis the reports were referred to a 
committee of three. Committee — J. L. Nelson, T. J. Shannon,

The Committee on Legislation reported as follows : 

REPORT OF THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 

To the Officers and Members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. 

Your Committee on Legislation beg to submit the following report : 

During the past year there has been no session of our State Legisla- 
ture, and consequently no special line of work for the committee, other 
than to observe some of the irregular and unfair conditions which exist 
and present some of them to. you at this session or convention with some 
recommendations, for instructions for the Legislative Committee for the 
coming year. 

We will take up one of the recommendations, contained in the report 
of the Legislative Committee, 1909, which was adopted by our Associa- 
tion, viz.: , 

Instructing and empowering the Legislative Committee to employ ^n 
attorney at a reasonable fee during the time that the Legislature is in 
session, whose duty it shall be to watch all legislation while the Legis- 
lature is in session and to report all bills introduced affecting pharmacy 
to the chairman of your Legislative Committee.

We are of the opinion that it would be well to amend this so that 
it shall also be the duty of the attorney to work hand in hand with the 
committee in promoting or defeating any bill affecting our profession, and 
also to draw up *such bills as your committee may want to have intro- 
duced by our representatives at any time. 

Your committee would especially recommend and urge that the retail 
druggists all over the State take more active interest in legislative mat- 
ters. The individual members can be of great help to the Legislative 
Committee, aiSd to this Association as a whole, if they will only take 
more interest in legislation, as when a bill of atty importance is introduced, 
and the Legislative Committee has a fight on either to pass or defeat it, 
and get out a letter to all of the druggists to write or see personally their 
representaitve, let us not delay a moment, but get busy and see him. A 
quick and concerted action, on the part of all of the retail druggists, 
will add great strength to your committee. 

Your committee would also recommend that the retail druggists 
throughout the State endeavor to have members of our profession erected 
to the State Legislature, as do other kindred professions. This would 
help us more than any one thing we could do, as during the last session 
of the State Legislature the Sanitary Committee was composed of seven 
members, five of whom were physicians, and in calling attention to this 
there is no attempt to criticise, but merely to show that they are wide 
awake to their own common interests. Why not the druggists? 

There can be no doubt but many bills introduced in the interests of 
the retail druggists of the State have been simply killed from the apa- 
thetic indiflFerence displayed by the members of our profession, and still 
the Legislative Committee migtt have been doing their utmost. 

Your committee would recommend, that your Legislative Committee 
be instructed to make an effort at the ncTxt session of our Legislature 
to amend our State .pure food laws, requiring the pure food inspector to 
leave a sealed sample of every preparation that he obtained from the 
druggist for inspection or analysis, and to be of the same size or amount 
as procured for his examination. 

Your committee would recommend that your incoming Legislative 
Committee be instructed to secure, if possible, the passage of a bill requir- 
ing that the manufacture of all patent or proprietary medicine or medi- 
cines offered for sale be under the supervision of a registered pharma- 
cist, as to-day there are many preparations being sold for both internal 
and external use, which are being prepared by persons wholly incompetent 
for the work. 

Many persons conceive fiie idea of putting some preparation on the 
market, and all they do is to go and get a label that conforms to the 
pure food law and then go out with every good grace and compete with 
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licensed pharmacists and manufacturers. I have attached hereto a bill 
which, if passed by our Legislature, would help to remedy conditions. We 
would recommend that the incoming Legislative Committee be instructed 
to have a bill drawn which would be better adapted to our State and 
seek its passage. 

Your committee would also recommend that the incoming Legislative 
Committee be instructed to seek the co-operation of the Boards of Trade 
and the merchants generally in some form of legislation, either by licen- 
sing them or their agents, of such firms as Larkin Co. and (fthers who rob 
us of the business that we are justly entitled to. Many of our toilet 
goods are practically dead on our cases because these firms go into the 
church societies and lodges and get clubs started and have our neighbor- 
ing ladies and customers competing with us, and some have the nerve to 
ask us to join their club and think we are not good fellows when we 
refuse to join, but they affect other merchants, and for that reason should 
have the co-operation of merchants and Boards of Trade and see if we 
could not eliminate them from the State, or at least hamper them so that 
they could not do business on such an easy basis as at present, as it 
costs them very little to do the business. They have one person in charge 
of every club who takes the orders, collects and delivers, and for this 
she gets a little something extra in merchandise. 

Your committee would like to have discussion from the Association 
of the recommendations offered in this report.

A MODEL DRUG- VENDING BILL. 

The following bill to regulate the itinerant vending of drugs, medi- 
cines and surgical appliances is recommended for introduction into all 
Legislatures which meet this winter in States that have no protective leg- 
islation of this character. This proposed legislation deserves, and will 
undoubtedly receive, the hearty support of every citizen who believes that 
the important matter of handling drugs, medicines, poisons and sur- 
geons' supplies ought to be under the most thorough-going State super- 
vision : 

A BILL 

To regulate the Itinerant Vending of Medicines, Nostrums and Appli- 
ances for the Treatment of Disease, Injury or Deformity, and to Pro- 
vide for the Licensing of Vendors of the Same. 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 

Section i. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation, 
either as principal or agent, to sell or offer to sell by peddling, or by 
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canvassing from house to house, or by vending from valise, pack, wagon 
or other vehicle, or by public outcry, or upon the street or public high- 
way, any drug or medicine, or preparation thereof, or any appliance, 
apparatus or device, for the cure or mitigation of disease, injury or de- 
formity, either of man or other animals, without first having obtained 

from the Board of Pharmacy a license for such selling, 

peddling or vending as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. Any person, firm or corporation desiring to engage either 
as principal or agent in the business of selling drugs or medicines or 
preparations thereof, or any apparatus, appliance or device for the cure or 
mitigation of disease, injury or deformity, either of man or other animals, 
by peddling, or canvassing from house to house, or by vending from 
valise, pack, wagon or other vehicle, or by public outcry, or upon the 
street or public highway, shall apply to the Board of Phar- 
macy for a license for such peddling, canvassing, or vending by public 
outcry, or upon the street or public highway. 

Such application shall be in writing, in the form prescribed by the 

Board of Pharmacy, and shall particularly describe the 

drugs, medicines, or preparations thereof, or the apparatus, appliances or 
devices desired to be sold or vended thereunder, and shall be accom- 
panied by samples of such articles, and if a compound or mixture of 
drugs, by a true statement of the composition thereof, and by copies of 
the circulars, labels or other printed matter by which such articles are to 
be accompanied or advertised. 

If the Board of Pharmacy is satisfied that such applica- 
tion is in proper form, and that the articles submitted are not dangerous 
to life or health nor intended for unlawful or immoral purposes, the 
said Board of Pharmacy shall, upon receipt of the fee here- 
inafter described, cause to be issued to such applicant a license for the 
^selling, peddling, or vending of such drugs, medicines, apparatus, appli- 
ances, or devices. Such license shall particularly describe the articles 
authorized to be sold or vended thereunder, the name of the person au- 
thorized to make such sales, the date when such license expires, and shall 

be signed by the President of the Board of Pharmacy, an<i 

attested by the Secretary or other authorized clerical agent of said Board. 

Section 3. The Board of Pharmacy shall be authorized 

to charge and receive for such license the sum of one hundred dollars 
($100) for each month or fraction thereof, during which such license is 
to continue in force, and no license shall be issued for a longer period 
than one year, nor authorize the sale or vending of the articles therein 
described by more than one person or agent nor from more than one 
wagon or other vehicle. 

The license fees collected under the provisions of this act shall be 
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paid to the Secretary or other authorized clerical agent of the 

Board of Pharmacy, and shall by him be paid into the State Treasury and 

credited to the fund appropriated by law for the use of the 

Board of Pharmacy. 

The Board of Pharmacy shall cause a record to be kept 

of the licenses issued under the provisions of this act, which licenses 
and record shall be numbered consecutively, and all drugs, medicines or 
preparations thereof, or apparatus, appliances, or devices authorized to 
be sold or vended thereunder, shall be labeled in plain and easily read 
letters with the date and consecutive number of such license. 

Section 4. Any person, firm, or corporation who shall sell or oflFer 
for* sale, either as principal or agent, by peddling, or by canvassing from 
house to house, or by vending from valise, pack, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or by public outcry, or upon the street or public highway, any drug or 
medicine, or any preparation thereof, or any appliance, apparatus or de- 
vice, for the cure or mitigation of disease, injury or deformity, either of 
man or other animals, without having first obtained a license for such 
selling or vending, as hereinbefore provided, or who shall violate any of 
the other provisions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars 
($100) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200) and upon conviction 
of any subsequent offense shall be fined not less than two hundred dollars 
($200) nor more than four hundred dollars ($400). All fines collected 
under the provisions of this act shall be paid one-half to the poor fund of 

the county in which the prosecution is had and one-half to the 

Board of Pharmacy, to be disposed of as provided by law for the funds 
of said Board. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Board of Phar- 
macy, by or through its authorized agents or attorneys to administer the 
provisions of this act, to investigate charges of the violation of any of the 
said provisions, and to prosecute or cause to be prosecuted any person, 
firm or corporation guilty of such violation, and to make such necessary 
and lawful rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry the pro- 
visions of this act into effect. 

Section 6. This act shall be in force from and after the first day of 
April, 1908. 

The report of the Committee on Legislation was referred to 
the same committee to whom the Trade Interests reports were 
referred.

We are deeply 
indebted to the Commercial-Appeal and the Evening News-Scimitar for 
several very lengthy articles which appeared in their issues, and publica- 
tion of the entire program as arranged by your Entertainment Committee.

All were so deeply impressed with this paper, and the urgent need of 
immediate, vigorous action to stop this practice, and to use all our 
personal influence whenever possible to have all remedies and articles 
for female use placed in packages without detailed description on the 
outside. 

To have all booklets, pamphlets, circulars, syringe advertisements, pro- 
hibited from distribution by any person. 

To use every means possible to keep all such literature from the 
hands of our children and young people. 
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The result was the unanimous adoption of the following resolution, 
which was also unanimously endorsed by the N. A. R. D.

"Oh, woman! lovely thou art, 

Thou art the idol of my heart 

Would that one of you were mine. 

How much I need thee no one knows, 

I need thee to patch my victuals and cook my clothes." 

This illustrious bachelor poet, whose heart was full to overflowing 
of a burning love and divine adoration for womankind, as he penned these 
lines of his master production, I am sure, was honest and really intended 
these words of his fertile brain as a compliment to the fairer sex, but 
getting his thoughts somewhat transformed, he fell short of the real 
meaning he intended to leave with the world of literary poets. 

THB TRAVELING MAN's AUXILIARY. 

I heartily endorse the recommendation of our Honorable President of 
one year ago, who, in his address, so earnestly spoke of the benefits of 
such an auxiliary. 

Next to our good women, the traveling man is our best friend, and 
our meetings would not be a success without him. He is ever ready with 
heart and purse wide open to assist in making each meeting a howling 
success. 

I fully appreciate the efforts and untiring energy which they have almost 
spontaneously put forth in the interest of the meeting now just assembled. 

All our larger and older State associations now have this auxiliary, and 
you have only to read your drug journals to see the good work they are 
doing in helping to foster the work of our Association. 
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I trust that our friends, the "Traveling Missionaries," or "Drummer 
Evangelists," will see this matter as your humble servant does, and at the 
proper time during our meeting assemble yourselves and perfect this 
organization. 

In view of the fact that our Legislature meets next winter, it is very 
probable, judging by past experience, that almost an unlimited number of 
drug bills — good, bad and indifferent — will be introduced. 

To this end I recommend that an attorney, or some one else, be em- 
ployed to remain partly on the field and work in harmony with our 
Legislative Committee. 

This Legislative Committee are all busy men and cannot always be 
on hand in time to "catch on" to what measure some wise legislator 
may have up his sleeve. 

Two years ago you remember some bills were railroaded through be- 
fore our .Legislative Committee knew such measures were even contem- 
plated. 

As to paying such a party, that would be a matter for this Association 
to consider, but I feel sure the salary of such a man can be provided for. 

This leads me to speak of the value of the organization. 

Organization brings results by producing unity, harmony, co-operation 
and strength. 

Soon, as above said, our State Legislature meets. 

This will mean work for our self-sacrificing Legislative Committee in 
Nashville and should mean self-sacrifice for every member of our Asso- 
ciation. 

There should be a live branch in every city in Tennessee, and then 
there should be county associations composed of two or more counties, 
each of which should keep in touch with the Legislative Committee and 
assist them in every way possible. 

If we will do this — if we will properly organize and stand together — 
if we will render proper assistance to our Legislative Committee, we can 
almost defeat or almost have passed any bill presented which may 
affect us. 

I heartily believe that our annual meetings do not have the publicity, 
on the part of the daily press, that our importance deserves. 

A baseball game may be pulled off, a second-class circus may come to 
town, a horse show may be in progress, a prize fight may be looked for, 
and for days and probably weeks our daily papers will be full of flaming, 
glaring box-car headlines proclaiming this valuable intelligence to the 
world. 

But sometimes when a meeting of so much real importance to the 
public as this one is being held, we may see only a short notice in an 
obscure corner of some paper, saying that such a meeting is in progress. 
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And again, while I know we have a Secretary second to no one, 
sometimes it so happens that a man with even his ability, rapidity and 
quick perceptibility, can no more keep tab on all motions, counter-motions, 
motions, in lieu, etc., than he could keep tab on all that transpires in a 
free-for-all political scramble. 

I therefore recommend that a stenographer be employed by this 
Association that the good work which this body is now doing may be more 
generally published throughout the entire State. 

EXISTING RELATIONS BETWEEN PHYSICIAN AND PHARMACISTS. 

I note with a great deal of pleasure the fraternal relations that are 
growing between these two professions. I do not refer, however, to 
such men as Dr. Simmons, of A. M. A. fame, but to our real friends, the 
doctors, with whom we come in personal contact day by day. 

Take from either the help of the other and the usefulness of 
each is crippled. There is a field of necessity for both. 

Our interests are mutual, yet distinct, each depending upon the other 
for his greater success in his chosen profession. 

And just to show that the two professions are getting closer to each 
other, it is only necessary to scan the pages of almost any drug journal 
and note where there has been a number of monster "get together" meet- 
ings of the two professions. 

We sbmetimes cry out against the dispensing physician while at the 
same time we may be a prescribing pharmacist. 

Let each do his own work. 

Let the physician diagnose and prescribe, and thie pharmacist dispense, 
then there will be greater harmony between the two and more money for 
both. 

I therefore suggest that we more strenuously encourage these fra- 
ternal relations. 

THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 

It is not for me to suggest local option, State-wide or wide open 
State, but I believe that we druggists, as practical, honorable business 
men, should wash our hands clean of the liquor taint in connection with 
our stores. 

Without throwing bouquets at anyone, I must say that our profession 
is made up of as good men, good law-abiding citizens, as are to .be 
found among any profession. 

As such, I heartily recommend that we to-day go on record as being 
opposed to the sale or handling, directly or indirectly, of any so-called 
medicinal preparation which is not strictly and solely a medicine. 
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N. A. K. D. AND N. A. R. D. NOTES. 

I had intended to talk at some length on this all-important subject, but 
as the two great men, Dr. Thos. H. Potts and Dr. W. S. Elkin will be 
here, I shall say only a few words, leaving this matter with thent 

In view of the fact that some medical associations, and I almost blush 
with shame when I say some local Pharmaceutical Associations, are 
secretly and openly trying to destroy the usefulness of the N. A. R. D. 
I recommend that we continue to heartily affiliate with the N. A. R. D. 
and that we here, in convention assembled, express our real loyalty to 
same, and that we support the cause of both the N. A. R. D. and 
N. A. R. D. Notes in every way possible. 

For lack of time I shall not pay my respects to such matters as the 
Parcel Post, the Health Department Bill, the wagon peddler, the chain 
stores, the Federal Anti-Narcotic Bill, combines, trusts, busts, etc., but 
shall devote the remainder of my time to discuss what I regard as the 
most important matter yet to be considered, that of 

pRicB cmrxNa 

Of all the ills which now beset us, this is no doubt the limit. 

It is not necessary to say how or why it came about, but it is here, 
and the thought is, how to get rid of it. 

We clearly see the folly of it, and I do not believe that Destiny has 
intended that we should be always bound by the shackles of price-cutting. 

People do not buy drugs and medicines because they are cheap, but 
simply because they have to have them, so just as much would be sold 
at the standard price. 

I really believe all our cut rate stores are willing to restore prices when 
the opportunity presents itself. But opportunities are made and not 
handed down as a legacy. We cannot reach out and grasp them without 
an effort. They do not come that way. Reward comes after a struggle. 

My frie/ids, I am not talking for mere pastime. For our mutual good 
hear me! 

This is a simple business proposition, reasonable, sensible and prac- 
ticable. 

Will you not soberly, thoughtfully and earnestly consider this matter 
and act as your business judgment should direct, that we may see better 
days for our profession? 

If we would reflect honor and credit upon ourselves, if we would 
see our profession on a more paying basis, if we would more con- 
sistently look to the future, think seriously on this matter. 

I appeal to your sense of duty to yourselves. 

I appeal to you sense of duty to your profession.

I appeal to your business judgment. 

Nor is it necessary to resort to the contract plan. 

It is a simple business proposition in which an ounce of backbone 
and determination is worth a pound of contract. 

In each of our cities we need one or two good men with backbone 
enough to lead out and hold on. 

for a leader, a Moses, a Bedford Forrest, to lead us out of the 
wilderness, to paralyze our enemies. He is needed here in Memphis, he is 
needed in other Tenness-ee cities. And never a general had a better army 
of subordinates and private soldiers than this leader — ^this Moses, this 
Forrest — would have. 

And such a leader nearly always comes at a period when so badly 
needed. Then where is a better place to begin than here, and when is a 
better time to get to work than now? 

And who will be the man in each city to take the lead and thus 
cover himself with glory which is sure to come? I pause while you 
consider! 

Prices can be restored — not at once, perhaps, but gradually. 

Some large cities in other States have already begun to lead out. 

Cincinnati, with its Miss Cora Dow and her chain of ten big stores, 
who has so long dominated prices, I understand has recently made an 
advance of about lo per cent on cut rate goods, and another raise is 
expected in the near future. 

Of St. Louis I shall speak a little later. 

1 have personally gone, to a good deal of trouble and correspondence 
in getting prevailing prices and conditions to-day and a few years ago in 
all Tennessee cities and some in other States. 

From Chattanooga I learn the prevailing prices to be 20 cents, 45 cents 
and 85 cents, a raise over prices obtained two years ago. 

After prices were raised just as many drugs were sold and general 
trade conditions better. 

From Knoxville I obtain the following facts: Six years ago all 
patents were sold for less than first cost. 

The President of the local association called a meeting of same, 
when cutters and all agreed on a price of 20 cents, 40 cents and 80 cents. 

Four years ago all agreed that the time was ripe for another advance, 
when a price of 23 cents, 45 cents and 89 cents was agreed upon. The 
public, of course, kicked some, but soon came across and are now paying 
present prices without a murmur. 

The result is, druggists getting along harmoniously, making more 
honest money, and the public just as well satisfied as before. 

In Nashville the situation is as follows: Prices as a whole are 25 
cents, 50 cents and 85 cents. 
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This schedule was put into effect five years ago, when a prominent 
druggist was President of the local association, and was simply a result 
of the determination of a few strong-willed druggists to have it so if a 
majority of the trade so decided, which was done. The result of this 
raise in price was just as many sales, increased profits, and a better 
feeling in the drug trade, which still continues. 

From Jackson I glean the following: 

That a few years ago there was no fixed nor definite price on any- 
thing and no feeling of obligation among the dniggists to each other. 

But after years of organization good prices now prevail and the 
druggists have an abiding faith in each other, all accomplished through 
organization. 

But right here in Memphis — Memphis the great, Memphis the admired 
of all cities, Memphis the metropolis of the South, Memphis the hub of 
the universe — they get just any old price. 



BARGAIN DAYS — ^DEPARTMENT STORE STYLE. 

Wait until Monday to get sick so you can get cheap medicines, or, 
more properly speaking, medicines cheap. Why not the physicians have 
cut rate days for making his calls ? Is not one as reasonable as the other ? 

But this bargain day proposition is not confined to Memphis. 

Other Tennessee cities are just as badly afflicted. 

Gentlemen, why not come to a halt? 

Why not pull the scales from your eyes? 

Why not wake up to the opportunity while prices on everything else 
are going up? 

And now about the St. Louis situation. 

A few years ago the cutting evil was worse there than it is today 
in any place in Tennessee. 

A number of agreements had been entered into, but they were short- 
lived and the cutting became worse after each successive failure. 

The situation was becoming rather desperate. 

But soon a number of the most prominent and broad-minded drug- 
gists aroused from their slumbers and devoted some of their time and 
money toward effecting a compact and conscientious organization, and the 
result was the St. Louis Retail Druggists* Association, which now com- 
prises nearly every druggist in the city, all working in harmony, where 
nothing but discord had previously existed. 

Suffice it to say, there was at first some opposition, but the organiza- 
tion was perfected without the few who would not enter into the price 
schedule agreement. 

But a few weeks later these very men voluntarily asked to be admitted 
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to membership, admitting that they were wrong in not joining at the 
organization. 

This Association has now been in good shape for several years. 

They have a printed schedule of prices, a copy of which I have, and 
every druggist is supplied with this list. These prices, which, if you will 
examine, you see are something like 15 per cent above Tennessee cut 
prices. 

This was all the result of proper organization. 

But sometimes some member is accused of cutting below the estab- 
lished price, when a committee is appointed to investigate the charges, 
and if found true, they usually either argue or shame him out of a repe- 
tition of the offense. 

A feature which holds them together and promotes good fellowship 
and fraternal love is a lunch held on a Friday afternoon in each month, 
to which every druggist in St. Louis is invited. 

This lunch is held at a leading hotel at 50 cents per plate, and is paid 
for individually by the druggists attending, each one getting about a $1.50 
dinner for 50 cents. 

After lunch is over, various subjects of interest to the profession are 
discussed and lectures or illustrated talks are given by some local or 
visiting scientist. 

Now, if conditions can be handled in such a -satisfactory manner in 
St. Louis, with its large foreign element of retail druggists, it stands to 
reason that it could be as easily handled in Memphis or Nashville or any 
other Tennessee city where the intelligence of the trade is perhaps above 
the average among druggists. 

But what is lacking is a man who is willing to take the lead. And 
I believe such a man will come forward. As the old maid said in her 
prayer, "Lord, send a man, and please send him right now." 

I trust, my friends, you will pardon me for the length of time I have 
talked, but I felt like saying these things, trusting that they may fall into 
receptive minds and hearts, and that they may at least cause you to 
wake up and think. 

Now, in conclusion, and I am sure you are glad to hear this word, I 
wish to express my sincere thanks to our friends, the traveling men, for 
your labors in helping to make the meeting a success. 

And I would specially thank our good women, God bless you, for 
your presence, your influence and your loyalty to the Association as a 
whole. 

And I am profoundly thankful to our local committee for the activity 
and hospitality which you have shown in making us feel at home. 

I am sure I voice the hearty sentiment of every member and every 
visitor when I make mention of our appreciation of your persona! sac- 
rifices, your time and your honest efforts which you have so feelingly and 
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passionately put forth for our comfort, our pleasure and our enter- 
tainment 

And I would further thahk our publicity committee, our several stand- 
ing and special committees and our entertainment committee for the able 
manner in which you have done your duty to the work assigned you. 

And I must very earnestly thank my friend and co-laborer, our effi- 
cient Secretary, for the great help he has rendered. 

We have kept in close touch with each other by correspondence, 
exchange of ideas, personal conference, etc., and if any good has been 
accomplished during the term that I have had the honor of being your 
humble President, it has been largely through the help of Mr. Trolinger. 

I trust, my good friends, that in the years to come our Presidents 
may have as pleasant work as mine has been. 

True, it has been rather a hard work, or at least one that demanded 
quite a lot of time and thought, but my burden has been greatly lightened 
by the help and friendly expressions of those who have so often spoken 
so many words of real encouragement, trust, hope and good wishes in my 
behalf. 

On motion, the President's address was referred to a com- 
mittee consisting of Messrs. Richard Smith, E. V. Sheely and 
J. L. Nelson. 

On motion of Mr. Shannon, a committee of three were ap- 
pointed to confer with a like committee from the Traveling Men's 
Auxiliary which was being organized to find out the relationship 
that would exist between the Association and the Auxiliary. 
Committee — D. J. Kuhn, O. C. Cole and T. J. Shannon.

President Gates said that we had two of the greatest bien 
in American Pharmacy present, they being Prof. E. G. Eberle, 
of Dallas, Texas, the President of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, and Thos. H. Potts, of Chicago, the Secretary of 
the National Association of Retail Druggists. 

President Gates introduced Prof. Eberle, who addressed the 
Association as follows: 

ADDRESS OF PROF. E. G. EBERLE, OF DALLAS, TEXAS, PRESI- 
DENT OF THE AMERICAN PHARMACEU- 
TICAL ASSOCIATION. 

I desire, first of all, to avail.' myself of the opportunity to congratulate 
you on your completion of twenty-five years of progressive and laudable 
work for pharmacy and thereby for the welfare of your citizens, and to 
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thank you sincerely for the opportunity of being here with you today. 
As citizens of a common country, the labors of each individual contribute 
or retard according to their value the advancement of science and art, 
and accordingly also improve or make worse the conditions under which 
we live. We participate in the results accomplished which by analysis 
proves that we have contributed towards bringing these about. Whether 
knowingly or otherwise, our endeavors in whatever direction shape not 
only our lives and pursuits, but give color to the succeeding generation. 
The work of Luther Burbank shows what can be done with plants by 
changing environments and crossing of species, and whatever is possible 
with plant life is applicable to animal. So with the human and his 
attributes, they adapt themselves to environments, and these with intelli- 
gent direction characterize the individual and thereby the Nation. We 
recognize the influence of environment, but we too often forget that we 
induce them. Another point, it is not an exaggerated statement to say 
that most of our actions are results of suggestion by instillation. We 
act without any decided reflection on each particular subject presented. 
The people largely influence all trades and professions, but the votaries 
must systematize, correct and eliminate, so that the work may be con- 
ducted in a manner that will bring remuneration to the latter and the 
greatest benefi tto the former. 

Laws are the expressions of the people, and when they work in har- 
mony and have the same or similar views and are sincere and thoughtful, 
we may expect wise legislation, but if there is a great diversion of 
opinion we have a multiplicity of laws that frequently amount to nothing 
and are often far worse than useless. Unenforced laws not only encum- 
ber legislative records, but tend to make good laws ineffective and pro- 
motes disregard of legal measures. 

The press is the greatest educator of the public and induces expres- 
sions from them by word or act. 

The rush and activity of the present day, especially of our own people, 
is apt to lend superficiality to achievements as well as a skimming of 
learning and incomplete understanding of affairs in government, business, 
arts and sciences. 

Ninety years ago it was recognized that in order to have uniformity 
in preparations and standards for drugs a guide was essential. This book 
is known as the Rharmacopoeia. In 1906 the Government acknowledged the 
value of it not only for defining standards for drugs, but also for foods, 
thereby subserving the public not only in securing for them greater safety 
from dispensers of medicine, but supplying them with a means for detect- 
ing adulterated and harmful foods. Sixty years ago the pharmacists be- 
came strongly convinced of the need of furthering the purposes of this 
standard and also cognizant of the fact that their stocks were year by 
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year undergoing unsatisfactory changes through the introduction of prep- 
arations of unknown composition exploited through various means, that 
the public was becoming addicted to the medicine habit, and through the 
convincing arguments of the exploiters, the percentage of imaginary ail- 
ments soon exceeded the actual. Not only was this a great harm in itself, ' 
for to convince the individual or even the Nation of weakness,* in a degree 
at least conveys such defects, but in some instances contributed addiction 
to the main or active constituent of the preparation. It will be admitted 
by most of us that the public, at least indirectly, and also the press, aided 
the exploiter, however unintentional it may have been, to bring about 
the lamentable condition which pharmaceutical associations, and now the 
Government and States, are endeavoring to regulate. It would not for one 
moment remove any of the responsibility the pharmacist has in this mat- 
ter, but in accord with the line of my thought first expressed, point out 
other contributing causes and the only means of relief. No profession, 
except perhaps the clerical, can as ill afford to lose public confidence 
as those that have to do with preparing and applying remedial agents, and 
surely the conditions revealed by the Pure Food and Drugs Act did not 
greatly promote confidence, except in so far that the public became in- 
formed that the votaries themselves were the more aggressive in promot- 
ing this legislation. 

Drug addiction is an evidence of the frailty of human nature, not only 
of the habitues but in a more decided and expressed degree by those 
who lend themselves to supplying these unfortunates. It is not my pur- 
pose to refer at length to this nefarious business as it exists nearly every- 
where, but rather to congratulate and encourage the great majority who 
oppose it and are using means to bring the culprits to justice. I desire 
also to express delight that the manufacturers of the most used narcotic 
drugs are willing to do everything within reason to abrogate illegitimate 
sale and use. Permit me to repeat that which I stated quite a number 
of years ago, moral qualifications are as essential for those who would 
practice pharmacy as the educational, and I would not remove a single 
argument for the need of the latter. The present day demands higher 
and better training, and unless we measure up to the requirements we 
must expect adverse criticism. As individuals we cannot accomplish 
much, but the modem business methods point out the way, namely, 
through co-operation and association. Each and every one benefits by the 
work of others, therefore there should be reciprocity, and this becomes 
more effective through united endeavor. This was recognized by the 
fathers in pharmacy when they organized the American Pharmaceutical 
Association and recommended to the pharmacists of the various States 
the organization of State bodies, and these in turn should encourage local 
associations so that the chain may be strongly linked and the endeavor of 
the individuals enhanced by united effort. Certainly every pharmacist 
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shares in whatever is accomplished by the State Association, and who 
can gisiinsay that he profits not by whatever is done in the National bodies. 
And so I say it is not only a duty but it ought to be deemed a privileg^e 
to share in the opportunity for domg good in behalf of the profession 
and indirectly to our fellow citizens. The regards of our endeavors come 
so continuously that we take little cognizance of them, but if we are 
indeed worthy of them we become conscious of our growing power and 
worth and have satisfaction in duties nobly met and work thoroug^faly 
done. While it can be said we are largely influenced by environments, 
we should also remember that we help create them. If we, throug^h 
organization, bring together the individuals for like purposes, who will 
strive whole-hearted, willing to wrestle with difficulty and who will toil 
until the task is done, then we may be assured not only of this success 
but rewarded with joy and satisfaction for having accomplished and re- 
ceived the approbation of the public. 

Pharmacists should be as much concerned with whatever is said about 
them in the press as with commercial or legal regulations that apply to 
their business. In this day of headline reading the public is apt to become 
misinformed through startling captions, incriminating all of the profes- 
sion, whereas only a few were really included, distorted figures through 
shifting of the decimal points, etc. If any of the craft are lax in their 
observance of the right, persuade them patiently but firmly to correct 
their methods, but when this fails be just as active in forcing them 
to sorrowful repentance. They have no business to smirch the profession 
through their misconduct. Be mindful in the construction of your environ- 
ments. While it is very essential that the commercial side of your business 
should not be lost sight of, ethical pharmacy should always have your 
deep concern. In this day of co-operation similar ideas are apt to become 
attached to the drug business and the various plans for establishment of 
chain stores are worthy of your careful investigation. Many attractive 
plans are presented, but every one should judge cautiously before making 
a decision. It would require too much time to give the subject fair 
consideration, but it may not be amiss to point out the possibilities of 
serious hurt to the cause of professional pharmacy in exploiting medicinal 
products. In this connection I may also commend the valuable work 
done during the last few years in acquainting the physicians with the 
preparations of the Pharmacopoeia and National Formulary and the 
possibilities under the awakening of far greater achievements, reflecting 
credit on both professions and redounding to the benefit and well-being 
of those who must make use of their professional 'services. All of this 
work perfects our environments and it will readily be seen that in the 
shaping we have much to do that is deserving of our most careful and 
thoughtful judgment. 
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As the presiding officer of the American Pharmaceutical Association, 
I bring you not only the greetings of the parent organization, but extend 
to you congratulations on the completion of so many eventful years full 
of valuable work for pharmacy in your State and express the hc^e that 
those who carry on the work in the years to come may profit through 
your accomplishments. You have many ardent, devoted pharmacists in 
your State who have unselfishly given their time, means and information 
so those of the country might profit. I also bring you the greetings from 
the pharmacists of Texas, in whose ranks we find many who come to us 
from your great State, and we thank you for the contribution. Only re- 
cently we closed our annual session with an accession of 226 new mem- 
bers. May your Association grow strong not only in numbers but in 
devotion to pharmacy as a profession and considerate of the welfare of 
humanity. 

As for myself, it seems I have known the greater number of you 
always, and I do not feel as a stranger among you. I am sure that you 
have assisted in making my preferment possible and am glad to express 
my thanks and appreciation in person. 

On motion of Mr. Ward, that Prof. Eberle grant us the privi- 
lege of using his address in the Proceedings, and that he be 
elected an honorary member. Carried. 

President Gates then introduced Secretary Thos. H. Potts, 
Secretary of the N. A. R. D., who addressed the Association. 

On motion of Mr. Hutton, Mr. Potts was elected an honorary 
member. 

The Secretary made several announcements. 

On call for charter members, Mr. J. O. Burge, of Nashville, 
and Mr. A. A. Yeager, of Knoxville, made short talks. 

The following ex-Presidents were present and made short 
talks: A. A. Yeager, of Knoxville; J. O. Burge, of Nashville; 
J. L. Nelson, of Jadcson; T. J. Shannon, of Sharon; M. E. 
Hutton, of Nashville. 

W. I. Gates, of Whiteville, also had to talk, as he was soon 
to be an ex. 

The reports of the Committee on Papers and Queries and the 
Committee on Tuberculosis were postponed until a later session. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO WHOM THE TRADE IN- 
TERESTS REPORTS WERE REFERRED. 

To the Officers and Members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. 

We recommend the universal use of the N. A. R. D. trademark. 

We courteously ask the State Board of Pharmacy to adhere to the 
seven-mile ruling in granting permits. 

We believe that the Pharmacy Law as it now exists cannot be im- 
proved on. 

We believe that Sunday was made for the druggists to observe. "We 
trust that the day is not far distant when we can have our trade cul- 
tivated to the observance of Sunday. -

FOURTH SESSION. 

The fourth session was called to order by President Gates 
at 3.00 p. m. Minutes of the morning session were read and 
approved. 

Samuel C. Davis read a paper on "Salesmanship." Same was 
referred to a committee of Messrs. O. C. Cole, W. S. Fields and 
H. B. Nunn. 

Harry Mayer read a paper on "Is Price Protection by Manu- 
facturers Appreciated by the Retailer?" Referred to committee 
of Messrs D. T. Andrews, E. V. Sherley and C. L. Taylor. 

Secretary Thos. H. Potts made a short taUc on "Price Pro- 
tection." 

No papers were presented on subjects No. 3 and No. 4. 

Samuel C. Davis read a paper on "Does it Pay to Encourage 
the Sale of Penny and Five-cent Articles ?" 

There being no paper presented on Parcels Post subject, Mr. 
Thos. H. Potts kindly spoke to the Association on this subject. 

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO N. A. R. D. CONVENTION FOR 
YEAR 1909, HELD IN LOUISVILLE, KY., SEP- 
TEMBER 6 TO 9, INCLUSIVE. 

The eleventh annual meeting of the twelfth convention, counting the 
organization at St. Louis in 1898, was held in Louisville, Ky., September 
6 to 9, inclusive. No rumors of disbanding preceded this meeting, and no 
very exciting feature developed during the convention. The reports of the 
officers and committees show that the association has learned to live 
within its means, and that the retail druggists of the country will sup- 
port it. 

Price protection, which met with a setback two years ago, has been 
smouldering since, and amendments to the Sherman Anti-Trust Law are 
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anticipated, which will permit the association to again pursue the work of 
guarding the financial income and stability of the retail drug trade. 

The U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda of the past two years has reached 
that point where it is now largely in the hands of local organizations, 
although much remains for the national association to do. "The Propa- 
ganda Work" was the text of the response made by ex-Secretary Wooten 
to the address of welcome. 

The attendance reached about 2,ooo, and was made up of represen- 
tative pharmacists and their families from all sections of the country. 
The entertainment was in true Southern style, and in the language of 
Simon N. Jones, "The delegates were welcome to Louisville homes." 

RESOLUTIONS. 

"That all parcels post bills continue to receive the vigorous opposition 
of the retail drug trade and members of Congress be pledged previous to 
their election to defeat this proposed measure. 

"That we give our support to a bill that will prohibit the sale of 
narcotic habit-forming drugs, except through proper and legitimate dian- 
nels under proper supervision, protecting the public with as little hard- 
ship as possible to the druggist. 

"That efforts toward the amendment of the Sherman Anti-Trust Law 
be continued as previously recommended by this association. 

"That the sale of intoxicating liquors, whether medicinal or com- 
pounded for beverage purposes, should be entirely divorced from the 
practice of pharmacy, and that it is the duty of members of the N. A. 
R. D. to give their efforts to the accomplishment of this end. 

"That we recognize the propriety and justice of such proper regulative 
measures as may be necessary to prevent the surreptitious sale of alco- 
holic liquids for beverage purposes under the disguise of medicinal or 
pharmaceutical compounds, and that the members of the N. A. R. D. 
give their aid and support toward the enactment and enforcement of all 
just laws for this purpose. 

"That the annual dues of this association, including one annual sub- 
scription for Notes, shall be fixed by this convention, and the subscrip- 
tion price of Notes be fixed by the incoming Executive Committee. 

"That it is the sense of the association that co-operative buying in both 
a local and more extensive way with respect to all goods not price pro- 
tected at the full price, thereby insuring the retailer his rightful profit, 
is the only just and effective means of securing advantages that will 
result in the benefit to the retailer. 

"That the U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda work be continued in the most 
aggressive manner possible, that at least 20 per cent of the annual dues 
be devoted to this purpose, and that the National Committee on U. S. P. 
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and N. F. propaganda encourage the formation of a similar committee in 
each State and Territory and co-operate with them in making most 
effective this important and valuable work. 

"That this association appreciates the necessity for and importance of a 
central bureau on drug store telephone service and earnestly requests 
the national telephone companies to establish such^a bureau as soon as 
possible. 

"That the National Association of Retail Druggists will do all in its 
power to assist in perfecting the National Formulary and thus make it 
fully representative of the best that American pharmacy can offer in the 
way of extra pharmacopoeial preparations. 

"That the association continue its work and endorse any reasonable 
measures that will raise the efficiency, status and increase the pay of 
pharmacists employed in the Government service. 

"That we most emphatically reaffirm our demands to Congress to 
so change our patent laws, either by treaty or law, so that foreign in- 
ventors shall not receive more rights in this country than foreign countries 
grant to American inventors. 

"That we insist that manufacturers shall do full justice to the retail 
drug trade by according individual retailers or organizations of retailers 
the same privileges and conditions in buying as is accorded any other 
dealers handling their products. 

"That the National Association went on record at the Atlantic City 
convention as not being opposed to local buying clubs, and we believe 
that development in the drug trade since that time indicates that the time 
is ripe for another advanced step in this same direction ; that it is the sense 
of this association that co-operative buying, in both a local and more 
extensive way with respect to all goods not price protected at the full 
price, thereby insuring the retailer his rightful profit, is the only just and 
effective means of securing advantages that will result in the benefit to 
the retailer. 

"That when any manufacturer shall fail to adequately protect prices 
on the full-price basis, and shall in addition thereto refuse to sell to co- 
operative-organizations made up of retail druggists, who are members of 
the N. A. R. D., such policy shall constitute just cause for regarding said 
firm as an enemy of the organized retail drug trade. 

"That complete organization adds to the efficiency of every work, and 
at present the various State Pharmaceutical Associations are independent 
bodies, and the propaganda committees in the different States are each 
following their individual method without organized or concerted action; 
that the National Association of Retail Druggists make the State and 
local associations integral parts of the National Association in their 
operations, and that the National Association call an annual conference 
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of State Association Propaganda Committees and arrange thereby for a 
concerted plan of action under the guidance of the National Association 
officers. 

"That the National Formulary has been included in the Pure Food 
and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, as one of the standards for drugs and 
medicines, and we understand that a fourth edition of the National 
Formulary is in process of compilation by the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, and that the members of the National Association of Retail 
Druggists, in convention assembled, reiterate their belief that the inclu- 
sion of the National Formulary in the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 
1906, has been fully justified by the results already attained, and that a 
regular place on the program of our annual convention be given to the 
discussion of U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda work. 

"That exhibits of U. S. P. and N. F. preparations be made a teature 
at the annual convention of this Association. 

"That the Constitution of this Association be amended by striking from 
Article VI, Section 3, 'maintain an office as headquarters of the Associa- 
tion,' and Article VI, Section 5, by adding *and shall provide an office as 
headquarters of the Association,* so that Article VI, Section 5, shall read, 
*in the interim between annual meetings of the Association the Execu- 
tive Committee shall have charge of all business with power to act, and 
shall provide an office as headquarters for the Association.' 

"That the Department of Publicity issue monthly during the coming 
year a bulletin dealing with such matters as are of public interest, which 
favorably and unfavorably affect our organization and members, the same 
to be supplied to newspapers and magazines throughout the country. 

"That the Department of Publicity is hereby authorized to supply 
dues-paid members of the N. A. R. D. with an advertising service con- 
sisting chiefly of advice, the same to be supplemented to the Department 
in Notes devoted to Drug Store Advertising and Salesmanship. 

"That we extend to the Commissioner of Agriculture, Hon. Jas. Wil- 
son, our sincere appreciation for the assistance he has rendered our 
executive officers during the past year. 

"We having followed with much interest the official efforts of Dr. 
Wiley in his zealous work to properly interpret and enforce the Pure 
Food and Drugs Law, and that the N. A. R. D. in regular convention 
assembled, do hereby express our appreciation of his earnest efforts in 
behalf of pure food and drugs. 

"There are over 4,000 druggists in the United States engaged by the 
government in the capacity of clerks in charge of sub-stations, and it is 
universally admitted that the compensation is totally inadequate, and an 
organization on a national scale is now being attempted, and that the 
N. A. R. D. in national convention assembled, endorse and encourage this 
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movement and co-operate with this new-bom organization in its eiSort 
to secure suitable legislation. 

''Certain firms and individuals are putting preparations and merchan- 
dise upon the market labeled N. A. R. D., and more are sure to follow; 
that this convention go on record as not indorsing such preparations or 
merchandise so labeled. 

"That N. A. R. D. means *to live and let live/ and that we will not 
support any movement which shall have a tendency to lower the dignity 
and meaning of those four letters which we cherish so much; that we 
request all firms now using the letters N. A. R. D. on their products 
to discontinue the same. 

"That we reaffirm our declaration made at the Atlantic City Conven- 
tion that whenever practical members of this Association should benefit 
themselves and their families by closing their stores on Sunday. 

"That a committee be appointed to act in conjunction with a similar 
committee of the American Medical Association to discourage dispensing 
by physicians. 

"That the thanks and appreciation of this Association is hereby ex- 
tended to our retimig president, W. S. Elkins, Jr.^ our earnest and efl5- 
cient secretary, Thos. H. Potts; chairman of the executive committee. 
Charles F. Mann, and his able associates of the executive committee; 
to John Coleman, treasurer; Judge Jos. W. Errant for his ever able and 
valuable counsel, to Charles M. Carr, editor of Notes, who has rendered 
such exceptional service and made Notes such a profitable and beneficial 
adjunct to the N. A. R. D. ; to F. C. Ullrich, who has demonstrated a 
masterly hold upon the organizing situation; to Otto E. Bruder, who has 
shown such excellent judgment and ability in launching the U. S. P. 
propaganda work; to the committee for their valued work, and to all of 
the organizers and other employees of this Association who have so 
materially aided in making the past year one of the most prosperous and 
successful in the history of the N. A. R. D. 

"That the California relief fund shall be held in the treasury as a 
permanent relief fund of the N. A. R. D., the same to be under the 
control of the Executive Committee. 

"That this Association shall accept no financial support from any 
patent medicine firm, pharmaceutical house, or from any other source that 
the Association might be called upon to criticise or regulate, and that the 
dues and publication should be its only source of revenue. 

"That this Association appreciates the necessity for and importance of 
a central bureau on drug store telephone service, and earnestly requests 
the national telephone companies to establish such a bureau as soon as 
possible. 

"That we commend the painstaking care exercised by the committee 
on advertising in the discharge of their delicate and important duties. 
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"That no advertising be accepted by the committee on advertising of 
N. A. R. D. Notes upon goods, the price of which is not protected, or that 
is priced over the $2.00, $4.00 and $8.00 basis. 

"That a mysterious stranger has appeared upon the last page of the 
pre-convention issue of N. A. R. D. Notes, and the matter contained in 
this "ad" which appeared as an editorial in a previous issue of Notes 
becomes, when used as an "ad," insulting and humiliating to the pharma- 
cists of the United States; that the subject matter of all advertising be 
submitted to its committee on advertising before being admitted. 

"That this Association extend to the National Association of Boards 
of Pharmacy a cordial invitation to send representatives of that organi- 
zation to meet with us at our next annual convention. 

"That the incoming president be instructed to appoint a committee 
consisting of five members, to be known as the Committee on the Proctor 
Memorial Fund, the duties of this committee to be the collection of 
funds for this most worthy object."

On motion of S. C. Davis, the Tennessee Pharmaceutical 
Association went on record indorsing the W. O. N. A. R. D., 
whereby the following resolutions were adopted by a rising vote : 

Whereas, the attention of the members of the W. O. N. A. R. D. 
has been from time to time directed to the harmfulness of some of the 
advertising matter that is placed on drug store counters for miscellaneous 
distribution, these advertisements being extremely offensive, even with- 
out the disgusting illustrations which render them worse, this matter 
being used in window displays and thrown on streets and lawns, to fall 
into the hands of young girls and boys; and 

Whereas, from a sense of modesty women frequently patronize depart- 
ment stores instead of drug stores because in the former they may be 
served by women employes, when necessity demands that they purchase 
remedies or applications of an embarrassing nature; and 

Whereas, men and women through frequent contact with suggestive 
pictures and offensive printed matter become callous to the sanctity of 
womanhood; therefore, by the W. O. N. A. R. D. in convention as- 
sembled, be it 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Woman's Organization is hereby 
instructed to have printed suitable literature embodying extracts from 
the paper on this important subject that was read by Mrs. Staley during 
the meeting of this convention, this to be placed in the hands of the 
officers of each of our local chapters for distribution among their mem- 
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bers, the object being to secure signed petitions for the suppression of this 
obscene advertising matter, these petitions to be used by the W. O. N. 
A. R. D. in the most helpful manner possible. 

Mr. Thos. H. Potts, Secretary of the N. A. R. D., addressed 
the Association as follows: 

ADDRESS OF MR. THOS. H. POTTS. 

To the Officers and Members of the Tennessee Pftarmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. 

The N. A. R. D. extends cordial and fraternal greetings to the Ten- 
nessee State Pharmaceutical Association in annual meeting assembled 
at Memphis, Tenn., and wishes for you a largely attended and most suc- 
cessful meeting. 

The N. A. R. D. was organized some twelve years ago for the purpose 
of bettering the retail drug business. How well it has succeeded is now 
a matter of history. Too many of our members are prone to view con- 
ditions from a local angle alone, completely ignoring the fact that while 
they probably do not need the beneficent help of the National Association 
to improve their own conditions, that there are many other localities 
where our members do quite seriously require the assistance of the 
N. A. R. D. 

It is quite evident that general conditions relating to the retail drug 
business throughout the country are tending towards improvement and 
it is up to all of us to promote these conditions whenever and wherever 
possible. We find in many localities where cut prices have dominated 
in the past, which has generally resulted in demoralizing conditions, a 
decided manifestation to raise their price schedule and in many cases 
to full retail price. 

The time of the educated pharmacist is much too valuable to give 
fifteen minutes* advice for a five minutes* sale, yet we find that these 
conditions do really exist, and there is no one to blame for them but the 
pharmacist himself. 

The retail druggist is obligated by his respective State laws to con- 
form to certain conditions in order to be legally allowed to conduct the 
retail drug business in his State. This obligation was considered abso- 
lutely necessary to properly conserve the public safety and health. The 
altruistic pharmacist recognized the necessity of these regulations and 
governed himself accordingly, but there was an occult influence gradually 
disseminating itself over this great country of ours that would almost 
seem to make this precaution unnecessary, and that influence was the 
departure of the medical profession from the old time prescribing ethics

and forming an alliance, either directly or indirectly, with the manufac- 
turers of so-called nostrums or specials. 

iWe do not wish to reflect any discredit upon the. many pharmaceutical 
specialties that without doubt possess decided merits to commend them, 
\ but the fact remains that the practicing physician in prescribing these 

specials, necessarily detracted from the professional work of the registered 
pharmacist. It needed no diploma from a pharmaceutical college after 
many years of hard studymg, it needed no registered pharmacist to com- 
pound these prescriptions, for they could be dispensed by anyone who was 
sufficiently educated to read the order given by the physician. 

This condition of affairs grew from bad to worse, until it was easy 
to conjecture that unless some radical measures were taken there would 
be an end of the professional practice of medicine and pharmacy, because 
what the pharmaceutical manufacturing house was doing for the doctor 
in the shape of detail work, they could just as readily do for the public 
without either the assistance of the doctors or druggists. The physician 
was the individual who was unconsciously educating the public to self- 
medication. He was the man who was pulling the chestnuts out of the 
fire for the pharmaceutical manufacturing houses. The serious question 
was, "How was the physician to be brought to a realization of how he 
was being used?" 

Beyond question it was through the propaganda work of U. S. P. 
and N. F. It was an easy matter to talk about these conditions and 
forget them immediately after, and it was not until the N. A. R. D. com- 
menced active or practical operation along these lines that there was an 
awakening of the medical and pharmaceutical professions to their possi- 
bilities. 

We have had about eighteen months of earnest efforts in propaganda 
work, and we have achieved most remarkable results. In January, 1909, 
the N. A. R. D. first commenced under the propaganda plan, circularizing 
physicians with propaganda literature and insisted on the retail druggist 
individually detailing U. S. P. and N. F. preparations to the physician 
receiving literature. It was an awakening that was simply astonishing. 
Each dues-paid member of the N. A. R. D. was entitled to have two phy- 
sicians, whose name and address he forwarded to headquarters, circular- 
ized free of charge with literature bearing on the propaganda of U. S. P. 
and N. F., once monthly for ten months of the year. Over eighteen 
thousand physicians received this literature during the year ipcp, and the 
number for 1910 will be largely in excess of this. 

Many commendatory letters received from physicians all over the 
country firmly convince us that it is the greatest issue ever embraced 
by the retail druggist. There is a much wider and more comprehensive 
view to be taken of this work than merely increasing the revenues of the 
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dispensing druggist. There is no question but what it has and will be 
the means of getting the physician and retail druggist together on a com- 
mon basis. The numerous get-together meetings that have been held 
throughout the land has fully demonstrated the fact that both professions 
are in a very receptive mood. This so-called nostrum evil has been the 
direct cause of many evils that have grown to large proportions in the 
two professions in the past twenty-five years. The doctor became addicted 
to his own self-dispensing because it was so simple and easy in contrast 
with the old methods of dispensing, which probably from ignorance of the 
profession of pharmacy he could not have successfully employed had he 
wished to. 

On the other hand, the retail druggist not receiving any prescriptions, 
and being a human being, and needing the revenue as a means of exist- 
ence, practiced counter-prescribing, and sad to relate, in some cases sub- 
stitution, should he be lucky enough to receive a prescription. Then 
again, all the pharmaceutical traditions were being scattered to the winds, 
because there was no need of a U. S. P. or N. F. There being no de- 
mand for the official preparations, the druggist did not keep them in stociv 
as a general thing, and he was fast losing his interest as a professional 
man. We feel that it is only due justice to give the medical profession 
the maximum of credit for promoting reform in these conditions. We 
have found in that profession an ally that we believe to be sincere and 
eager to assist us in every honorable way, and it is up to the retail drug- 
gist to meet him a good portion of the way. We also believe that the 
physician fully recognizes the fact that it is absolutely necessary for the 
retail druggist to carry many commercial side-lines in order to obtain 
subsistence, but we fail to see the good policy of soliciting his prescrip- 
tions and at the same time making an offensive display of patent medi- 
cines at ruinously low prices. 

What good purpose does this subserve? We all know that the sale 
of proprietaries even at full price, does not yield much margin of profit 
when breakage and general expenses are taken into consideration. 

There is no question in our opinion but what if we were not pro- 
hibited by the Indianapolis decree from too vigorously advocating price- 
protection and could only have legal use of the old possibilities, we would 
soon succeed in adjusting demoralizing conditions that in some sections 
amount to a suicidal attempt to conduct a profitable business. 

The N. A. R. D. no doubt has made many mistakes, but they have 
been mistakes of judgment and not of the heart. The biggest mistake in 
connection with the National Association has not been made by the execu- 
tive officers of that body, nor by the delegates who have attended its 
annual conventions, nor by the members of the affiliated associations who 
in the aggregate make up our membership, but by the retail druggists who 
have withheld their support from us. 
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Quoting from the Druggists* Circular: 

"It would hardly be a legitimate excuse for the non-members of our 
Association to say that they have not joined because they. were not in 
sympathy with some of the policies of the Association as carried out by 
those in high places. Their contributions in the shape of dues, their 
voices and their votes could have shaped the policies of the National As- 
sociation. Out of the one great mistake of the druggists themselves have 
grown many of those of the Association organized to protect their rights. 
With the active support of even a good working minority of the drug- 
gists of the country and the prompt receipt of their dues, the National 
Association of Retail Druggists could have worked with an eye singly to 
the best interests of the retail druggists. It could have used enough moral 
suasion to compel proprietors to maintain the retail prices of their goods 
and to fix wholesale prices not exceeding $2, $4 and $8. It could have 
brought such pressure to bear upon Congress that our patent reforms 
would have been now in the shape of acts on the statute books instead of 
in the shape of bills which have been pending and amending for several 
years. It could have settled many of the perplexing questions growing 
out of the telephone, postage and trading stamps, shorter hours and Sun- 
day closing, substitution, counter-prescribing and dispensing by physi- 
cians. It could have put an end to the unfair treatment of druggists by 
the newspapers. It could have done much to bring about reciprocity 
between boards of pharmacists. It could have helped 'to improve the rank 
and pay of pharmacists in the employ of the United States. It could 
have — ^but there is hardly any end to the things it could have accomplished. 
It has done many things and done much toward the accomplishment of 
a considerable number of others. It has lifted many druggists out of the 
proverbial narrowness and shown them some of the advantages of taking 
a broader and more brotherly view; this alone has justified the expendi- 
ture of the time, effort and money which it has cost. 

"But what it has done is but a drop in the bucket compared with 
what it might have done with proper support — ^numerically, financially 
and morally. 

"You need a National Association to look out for your commercial 
interests and in order that you can get the best that such an association 
can give, you must make it your own Association, and see that it looks 
out for your interests first every time. To do this is easy, not to do it 
is to invite disaster." 

In Notes of March 18, 1909, was published an article by R. M. Lucky 
entiled "Price Protection from the Manufacturers' Standpoint." In the 
words of the Great Emancipator, "You can fool all of the people some of 
the time, and some of the people all of the time, but you can't fool all 
of the people all of the time," except of course the chronic fools.

"This is a class in which the average manufacturer belongs at the 
present time, but great progressive reforms always succeed, though they 
develop slowly, and the D. C. S. N. plan is going to be adopted just as 
surely as Lincoln abolished slavery, and then, but not until then, will the 
great masses of druggists be freed from the bondage of proprietary autoc- 
racy and the oppression of an unfair and inequable market. 

"The constant falling of the druggist's little hammer will wear away 
and undermine the foundations of the biggest and strongest proprietary 
concerns in the world. 

"The United States Government has given to every citizen the right 
of thought protection. If a man through the exercise of his mental 
faculties has accomplished something of value to the human race, mate- 
rial or immaterial, the law says that it is personal property, and assures 
the man against imitation or infringement. Thus a trade-marked pro- 
prietary is a valuable property in just such proporition as it becomes pos- 
sible for good. Its intrinsic value is fixed on the basis of producing 
cost, selling expense and distributor's profits. 

"A two-cent stamp possibly costs less than a mill to manufacture, but 
Uncle Sam says it is worth its face value, and since it will carry love 
letters and other important documents from Maine to California, we are 
satisfied with the price and never question the profit, because we know 
that it is fair and equitable. But if Uncle Sam were to sell some big 
mail order house a few billions of two-cent stamps and we saw them 
oflFered in a catalogue at a big cut in price, then regardless of innate pa- 
triotism, we* would pay our money into the mail order house instead of 
the local postoffice. 

"Now it would seem that if there were any class of people in the 
world who should be skeptical of proprietary bargains, it should be a man 
who is sick or a woman who is ugly. Health and beauty are priceless. 
Cheap doctors are quacks, not recognized in the profession; just so with 
proprietaries. A man is no higher than he can reach, and a product is 
no better than its lowest price. If a proprietary is marked fifty cents and 
sold for twenty-five cents, it is carrying a twenty-five cent lie with every 
package. If it is marked one dollar and sold for seventy-eight cents, it 
is a twenty-two cent lie. But if a proprietary is a standard with the 
public, it is worth the cost of production, plus selling expense, plus pub- 
licity, plus manufacturer's, jobber's, and retailer's profits, and if on the 
basis of proper calculation its retail price has been fixed at fifty cents, it 
cannot be hold at less without cheapening the qualities or eliminating 
some of the aforesaid items. 

"When this is accomplished and a fifty-cent article can be profitably 
sold for a quarter, then for the sake of commercial honesty, common 
truth, and the salvation of the little retailer who in the end pays the big 
manufacturer's rent, and provides his wife with luxuries, price the goods 
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at what they are worth, stick to it, and force the world to respect you as 
a manufacturer, and your demands as the proprietor of formulas, trade? 
marks and public confidence which are really the vital assets of all busi- 
ness concerns." 

Also the following article from the Southern Pharmaceutical Journal : 

"The numerous propositions of the various large co-operative organ- 
izations are inducing druggists of all sections to join forces. The plans 
in nearly every instance are very seductive, but the analysis should 
always be applied. Every energy exerted produces results, and if mis- 
directed, is conducive to influence conditions which may have been latent 
into action. Co-operation and combination are factors of present day 
developments and are mighty influencing. Some trusts are necessary. 
They are the natural results of modem methods because of lack of inter- 
est on the part of citizens. Some of their methods indicated victory of 
might over right. Now, we are endeavoring to set the mighty right, and 
in some instances, perhaps, are overstepping the bounds of conservatism. 
Trusts are necessary for progress, and to throttle them is quite as wrong 
as their methods which produce the antagonism. 

"The strength of such combinations both from a financial standpoint 
and ingenuity, are more or less known to everyone. There are few trans- 
actions in which citizens do not directly or indirectly pay tribute to the 
trusts. 

"A striking example of the latter phase is evidenced by recent develop- 
ments whereby high prices and apparent shortage were induced by a 
storage of food products. Another feature in their methods is the elim- 
ination of the small stockholder who to begin with was a necessity, and 
in many instances really made the culmination of the methods possible 
as a distributor. After the plans becanie fixed and the goods accepted 
the small stockholder became unnecessary and, in fact, was often in the way 
of carrying out questionable schemes. He was a source of undesired 
publicity, and therefore eliminated, first by inducement and persuasion, 
and if this proved unsuccessful other more forcible methods were resorted 
to. Perhaps in the systems now being promoted by chains of stores and 
other more potent organizations, these ideas do not obtain, but evi- 
dently trust methods are conspicuously in evidence. 

"Our interests are with the retail druggists and our object is simply 
to point out the necessity of caution, for if one druggist in a locality 
takes advantage of such combination, another will enlist with another 
organization. If one of these enterprises is successful, it induces the for- 
mation of others, and then the strength of one is matched against the 
other. 

"If the inner circle finds the proposition a profitable investment will 
they not perhaps use the methods of the trust after the sale of their 
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goods becomes established and can be maintained by continued publicity? 
Will the question arise, Why divide profits among many thousands in- 
stead of a few?' How would a subscriber to one of these organizations 
be affected if, after establishing a trade for the proprietaries and spe- 
cialties, he would be forced out of the business he had helped to establish 
in order to make way for a more influential plan? Or one nearer to the 
source of the distributory of favors? Progress of trusts is noted by 
combinations of lesser enterprises. The entering into by individuals and 
then throwing their accumulated influence in the desired channel often 
without knowledge to those who were in reality the original promoters. 
What would happen to those who were not among the favored few ? 

"Again, will those whose trade is being diverted or abridged, not de- 
velop plans in opposition? 

"Let all of these points be carefully considered in promoting the 
methods now so generally being presented to the retail drug trade. It is 
impossible to stem the tide of progressive combination influences, but 
let us be careful in laying such foundations, for many are apt to be 
hurt in the transition and a few are going to carry off the spoils. Let us 
also consider that our service as professional men is for the good of hu- 
manity. Commercialism is very prone, though not by any means neces- 
sarily so, to be incompatible with professional ethics. Whatever you think 
is to your interest and right, do, but give the matter in hand your sin- 
cere consideration. Do not be led by the suggestion of others, except as 
these reflect honest and true direction. 

"Our remarks and questions are made to seek light which will benefit 
the retail drug trade. We are not endeavoring to persuade, but advising 
inspection as preferable to sorrowful retrospection," 

We are giving you these views because we believe they really repre- 
sent what are the current issues of the day in relation to the retail drug 
business. We feel, however, that there is going to be a change for the 
better as the retailer becomes better educated along the lines of self- 
interest and self-protection. He must recognize that he has only a cer- 
tain number of years to live in this world, and that a cut rate competition 
is not conducive to wealth, health, or moral standing. We believe that 
he will endeavor to get back again into the straight and proper road. 

The age is a progressive one. At the present time we can truthfully 
say that an individual retailer who is not a member of his association 
commits a serious error and is in a lamentably weak condition and at 
the mercy of every one evilly disposed. By being connected with his local, 
State and national Association, his interest would be properly conserved 
to the point of protection. 

The time is opportune for co-operation, and co-operative methods are 
being successfully employed all over the country. What is good for one 
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should be good for all, and vice versa. You need us and we need you 
and your assistance in all our efforts for reform and advancement. 

There is no sane reason why each and every retail druggist should not 
belong to his State association. It would be an asset whose value to him 
would be beyond computation. No one man can know it all, and your 
present meeting should be an inspiration for each and every member to 
attend the 191 1 meeting and bring an additional n«w member with him. 

Samuel C. Davis offered the following resolution: 

"Resolved, That the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association endorse 
the work of the N. A. R. D. under the present admiinstration. That 
we deplore the attitude taken by a few local associations to belittle the 
work of the national organization. That we hereby renew our allegiance 
to the N. A. R. D., and that the Secretary be instructed to forward 
1910 dues for this Association." (Carried.) 

Dr. J. O. Burge gave a verbal report of the meeting of the 
A. Ph. A., at Richmond. 

Dr. J. O. Burge reported as a delegate to the V. S. P. Con- 
vention at Washington, D. C. 

On motion, the Association adjourned to meet at 10.00 a.* m.

FIFTH SESSION. 



The fifth session was called to order by President Gates. The 
minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

The committee on President's prize of $10.00 in gold to the 
member securing the most new members resulted as follows: 

C. M. RerJcert, of Memphis, was declared the winner, having 
secured forty-five new members during the year. 

Mr. V. H. Rayburn, who was a close second with forty new 
members, was called forward and presented with $10.00 in 
gold by members as a token of appreciation for his eflForts on 
behalf of the Association. 

H. L. Edcew came in third and J. A. Leiper, Jr., came in 
fourth. 

Mr. E. Berger, of Tampa, Fla., and a member of the Florida 
Board of Pharmacy, was called upon and addressed the Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. C. D. Jordan, of Monticello, Ga., and Secretary of the 
Georgia Board of Pharmacy, was called upon and addressed the 
Association.

Elkins, Jr., of Atlanta, Ga., regretting that he was fiot able to 
attend our meeting. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO TRAVELING MEN'S AUXILIARY. 

To the Officers and Members of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. 

We, your committee appointed to confer with the Committee of the 
Traveling Men's Auxiliary, beg leave to make the following report. 

The traveling men have at this convention organized and now have a 
permanent organization, known as the Traveling Men's Auxiliary; they 
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have adopted Constitution and By-laws, and their purpose is to boost the 
Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association and to lend all aid possible in mak- 
ing our Association one of the strongest in the South. We would rec- 
ommend that the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association accept them as an 
auxiliary and grant them all privileges of the Association, except in the 
election of officers. We also recommend that they be relieved of the 
further payment of dues to our Association, as their dues will be the 
same as that of our Association.

Dr. J. O. Burge read the story of the Tennessee Pharma- 
ceutical Association for the past twenty-five years as follows : 

THE STORY OF THE TENNESSEE PHARMACEUTICAL ASSO- 
CIATION. 

Incorporated 1896 as Tennessee State Druggists' Association. 
Amended 1904 as Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association. 

Protection, Profit, Perfection — ^these three P*s form the basis upon 
which most human organizations are built. Protection from unjust legis- 
lation is responsible for many of these combinations. 

The Tennessee State Druggists' Association, the history of the first 
twenty-five years of which I have the honor of being appointed to nar- 
rate, was built on this foundation, and was the outcome of several Asso- 
ciations formed in different parts of this State, for the purpose of 
defending suits brought against four drug firms of Nashville, charging 
them with the unlawful sale of liquors, under the Special Merchants 
License Act- of 1882, and seeking to collect back taxes from the passage 
of the act to the date of the suit. I was one of the original members 
present at the organization of the body, and shall try to tell the story 
in a plain, matter of fact, style, trying to record all the most important inci- 
dents as they have occurred, so far as my memory goes and other relia- 
ble information I have been able to gather states. The drug firms in- 
volved in these suits were Demoville & Co., Jno. G. Greener & Co., 
Wharton & Co., and Campbell Bros. Local associations had been formed 
in Nashville, Memphis, Chattanooga, Knoxville, and I believe some of 
the smaller 'places, to defend these suits, knowing if the cases were de- 
cided against these firms, the same responsibility would be placed upon 
every drug firm in the State. 
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FIRST MEETING^ I886. 

The first attempt towards getting together was made when a number 
of the druggists from Chattanooga and Knoxville got together and 
formed the "East Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association." The first 
annual meeting was held in Knoxville on May ii, 1886, a 
notice of which may be found in the Proceedings of the A. Ph. A. for 
that year on page 292, but no particulars of the transactions are given 
or names of officers mentioned. Soon after this date a decision was 
rendered in the lower court by Chancellor Merritt against the drug 
firms mentioned. The cases were appealed to the Supreme Court, and 
pending its argument and decision, Jno. G. Rawlings, of Chattanooga, 
was sent by the East Tennessee Association to confer with the Nash- 
ville Association as to the advisability of calling a State Convention. 
This is the first remembrance' I have of a movement towards State 
organization. At this conference it was agreed to call a general meet- 
ing of the druggists of the State to convene at Nashville to organize a 
State-wide association: In response to this call an inaugural meeting was 
held in the hall of Watkins Institute in Nashville on — day of August, 
1886, for the purpose of organizing a State Association. 

The meeting was called to order by Dr. R. A. Sloan, of Chattanooga, 
who suggested that Dr. M. Block, of Chattanooga, be made temporary 
chairman, which was agreed upon, and J. L. Thompson, of Nashville, 
was made Secretary pro tern. The chair then appointed a committee on 
credentials consisting of Dr. J. S. Cain, of Nashville; J. A. McCampbell, 
of Knoxville; D. F. Goodyear, of Memphis; J. G. Rawlings, of Chatta- 
nooga; and G. H. Trevathan, of Paris. A Committee on Permanent 
Organization was also appointed, consisting of R. A. Sloan, of Chatta- 
nooga; S. L. Demoville, of Nashville; Miller, of Memphis; Wm. Wen- 
dell, of Murf reesboro ; and J. B. Reynolds, of Clarksville. As a Com- 
mittee on Constitution and By-Laws Jno. B. Nicklin, Chattanooga; R. IL 
Gordon, Nashville; C. S. McKinney, Ripley, were named. The Com- 
mittee on Resolutions was G. A. Pope, Pulaski; W. W. Berry, Nash- 
ville; J. S. Robinson, Memphis. This closed the morning session, and an 
adjournment was taken until 2:30 p. m., at which time the meeting was 
called to order again by Chairman Block and a short address of welcome 
was made by Jno. T. Lellyett, of Nashville, expressing appreciation of the 
large attendance and the enthusiasm manifested in the work before them. 
Dr. Sloan replied in a vein of characteristic eloquence that was highly 
appreciated. 

The Committee on Credentials reported the following names as eligible 
to participate in the meeting:

This list is very probably not complete, as the minutes of this first 
meeting were destroyed by fire during the interim between the first and 
second meetings and had to be compiled from memory. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization reported as follows : 

"Be it resolved, That this convention now resolve itself into a State 
Association, to be known as the Tennessee State Pharmacal Association." 



Whereupon a discussion arose as to the use of the word "Pharmacal," 
which was just beginning to come into use by the drug press, instead of 
the longer term, pharmaceutical. The argument was brought to a close 
by Mr. S. L. Demoville, of Nashville, arising and stating that he did not 
like these new-fangled names ; if he was anything, he was a druggist, and 
it was his desire that it be called a plain druggists' association, and the 
name of the Tennessee State Druggists' Association was unanimously 
adopted, the word State being used to distinguish it from the other local 
and sectional organizations. 

The Committee on Nominations suggested the names of the following 
persons as the first officers of the Association: 

For President — R. H. Gordon, Nashville. 

For First Vice-President— F. W. Scruggs, Memphis. 

For Second Vice-President — ^J. A. McCampbell, Knoxville. 

For Secretary — Jno. T. Lellyett, Nashville. 

For Treasurer — E. L. Laurent, Nashville. 

The report was adopted, and Secretary Thompson was instructed to 
cast the unanimous vote of the Association for the gentlemen named 
for the respective oflfices, which being done, they were declared elected.

and R. H. Gordon was escorted to the chair and called to order the first 
meeting of the Tennessee State Druggists' Association. 

A committee was appointed, consisting of H. M. Grigsby, R. H. Page, 
D. F. Goodyear, J. N. McKinzey, and Wm. White to draft a letter to be 
sent to the druggists throughout the State asking them to co-operate in 
an effort to obtain relief from the oppressive and unjust taxation levied 
by the late decision of the Chancellor. The Association then adjourned 
to meet again at eight o'clock that evening. At this session. Col. A. S. 
Colyar, one of the attorneys employed by the Association, appeared and 
advised that no action be taken before the convention or elsewhere, until 
the result of the litigation before the Supreme Court was known, which, 
he said, would undoubtedly be favorable to the druggists. This closed 
the first meeting of the T. S. D. A., and one of the daily papers in com- 
menting on it, said ; "These gentlemen arrived in this city yesterday morn- 
ing an unorganized delegation, and leave an established Association. Suc- 
cess will be sure to attend such a well-organized body of workers, when 
all are working for one end." 

At the fall term of the Supreme Court the case was decided against 
the druggists. A relief bill was drafted and put before the Legislature 
which convened in January, 1887. Through some hard work done by the 
Legislative Committee and with the assistance 6f many of the druggists 
from over the State, this bill was passed and the druggists were thus 
relieved of a very unjust tax, never intended by the framers of the act 
to apply to them. The bill for relief did not ask for a change in the 
act governing the sale of liquors for medical purposes in the State, and 
as the former act placed the pharmacist in the same class with the 
saloonkeeper and made about the same requirements of them, nearly all 
the druggists in the State gave up the sale of liquors entirely, and for 
twenty-five years they have escaped the odium of being part and parcel of 
that law-breaking class. The following recommendation offered by the 
Committee on Resolutions was unanimously adopted by the Association 
and shows the sentiment prevailing : "Your committee further recommends 
that the Association take no decided stand against the present State 
liquor laws, until a concentrated and earnest effort has been made to 
secure a State pharmacy law." I think it adds much to the credit of the 
pharmaceutical profession generally, and to Tennessee druggists in par- 
ticular, that during that time no attempt has been made towards legisla- 
tion along that line. It has plainly demonstrated the fact that a drug 
store can be conducted without* selling liquors. 

SECOND MEETING, 1887. 

The second meeting of the Association was held in Nashville on May 
II, 1887. Secretary Jno. T. Lellyett having retired from the drug busi- 
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ness, resigned his position as such, and J. L. Thompson, of Nashville, 
was elected to succeed him. Dr. R. A. Sloan, of Chattanooga, was 
elected president. The minutes of this meeting show no business of his- 
torical interest, and the Association adjourned to next meet in Chatta- 
nooga on the second Wednesday in May, 1888. 

THIRD MEETING, 1888. 

The year 1888 seems to have been rather a poor year in a financial way, 
as the treasurer's report shows only $13.75 received and left a balance of 
only $1.95 on hand at the beginning of the third annual meeting, which 
was called to order by President Sloan in Chattanooga on the second 
Wednesday in May. The minutes show twenty-two new members elected 
at the first session, and I remember this seemed to put new enthusiasm 
into the Association, and they went to work with renewed energy. 

The Committee on Resolutions made a report, and among the recoin- 
mendations was one that a committee be appointed to draft a pharmacy 
law to be presented to the next session of the Legislature for enactment. 
Accordingly Al A. Yeager, F. W. Scruggs and J. O. Burge were ap- 
pointed to nominate ten names, from which five were to be elected as a 
committee for that purpo'se. This resulted in the election of T. B. Rains, 
of Columbia ; J. A. Matthews, of Memphis ; J. C. Wharton, of Nashville ; 
J. G. Rawlings, of Chattanooga; and Al A. Yeager, of Knoxville. At 
this meeting Dr. Sloan was elected President and J. L. Thompson again 
chosen as Secretary. An urgent invitation was sent by the Memphis As- 
sociation for the fourth annual meeting of the State Association to be 
held in that city, which was unanimously accepted, and the Association 
adjourned to meet there on the second Wednesday in May, 1889. 

FOURTH MEETING, 1889. 

This fourth annual meeting held in Memphis on Wednesday, May 8. 
1889, was ^n important one in the history of the Association. The writer 
was not present at this meeting, but the minutes state that it was called 
to order by President Sloan with a larger attendance than any previous 
meeting, and quite a number of new members were enrolled. (Number 
not mentioned.) As stated, this seems to have been an extraordinary year 
with the Association in several respects. It appears from the minutes 
that the committee elected to draft the pharmacy bill did not get the 
same in the hands of the Legislative Committee as requested in time for 
the assembling of the Legislature. The following taken from the second 
inaugural address of President Sloan gives the history of the first at- 
tempt of the Association to have a pharmacy law enacted. Dr. Sloan 
says: "At the opening of the Legislature, by the express command of 
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the Chattanooga Local Association (which we have in writing), your 
President went. to Nashville, consulted his associates ia office and others, 
called through the press a meeting of the druggists . in that city, and at 
the Maxwell House formed a committee composed of R. H. Gordon, 
J. O. Burge, and the officers of the State Association (President, Sloan; 
Vice-Presidents, Al A Yeager and A. Renkert; Treasurer, E. L. Lau- 
rent; Secretary, J. L. Thompson), drafted a bill and the next day it was 
introduced into both Houses. .We are thus explicit, as the chairman 
of the Pharmacy Committee, in a letter to me, charges me with dis- 
courtesy to him, and as we are too dull, up to this time, to discover 
wherein we have been so ungentlemanly, we submit the facts to you. 

"The Pharmacy Committee made no draft of the bill that the Legis- 
lative Committee ever heard of. The State Association had demanded such 
a bill, and as President and member of the Legislative Committee, we 
could see no other way but by doing as we did, and we must add, we 
have no apologies to offer further than it seemed to us the path of 
duty, and we followed it. We want to say that we intended no reflection 
on the Pharmacy Committee, we thought then and still think that they can 
give good reasons why they did not present their draft of a bill. The 
history of the bill after its introduction into the Legislature is very re- 
markable : 

"i. Your committee could find no opposition in the House or Senate. 

"2. We printed the bill and placed a copy of it on every desk. 

"3. We conversed with the members in regard to it, and with onr 
exception, we found all in favor of it, and that one said he would vote 
for it. 

"4. The committee in both Houses, to which it was referred, unani- 
mously recommended its passage, and yet, on the third reading in the 
House it went to the table by a decisive vote, and in the Senate it was 
sent back to the committee a second time. Seeing by the amendment 
tacked on that it was worthless and little less than an insult to the drug- 
gists, your presiding officer being sick, returned home, and left the poor, 
disfigured and helpless bill to its fate. We afterwards learned that the 
grave Senators, as soon as they found it was a monstrosity, by their 
action, mercifully strangled it." Thus perished the first attempt at a 
pharmacy law, but it was not given up in despair; we were in the fight 
to stay, and J. L. Thompson, P. W. Drackett and Dr. C. M. Greve were 
appointed to draft another bill and bring it before the Association at its 
next meeting for consideration. 

At this convention the date of meeting was changed from the second 
Wednesday in May to the third, and the dues were raised from one to 
two dollars a year. This fourth meeting was remarkable in being pre- 
sided o<rer by three Presidents. It was opened by Dr. R. A. Sloan. At 
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the regular election of officers for that term M. S. Neeley» of Jackson, 
was elected and installed, hut at the following session he resigned on 
account of ill health and pressure of business. Whereupon, J. F. Dowdy, 
Jr., of Memphis, was elected, installed and presided at the remainder of 
the meeting. J. L. Thompson was again elected Secretary, and Nash- 
ville chosen as the next place of meeting on the third Wednesday in 
May, 1890. 

FIFTH MEETING,. 189O. 

The fifth annual meeting was called to order in Nashville on May 
21, 1890, by President J. F. Dowdy, Jr. Forty-two new members were 
added to the roll. The Committee on Pharmacy Law, Messrs. Thomp- 
son, Greve and Drackett, presented a copy of the proposed enactment 
which was read, discussed and adopted by sections, and placed in the . 
hands of the Legislative Committee to be brought before the Legislature 
for enactment at the term which convened in January, 1891. At this 
meeting Al A. Yeager was elected President, and J. L. Thompson 
made Secretary again, and Knoxville was named as the next meeting 
place. 

SIXTH MEETING, 189I. 

The sixth annual meeting was called to order on May 25, 1891, at 
Knoxville by President Al A. Yeager. The Legislative Committee re- 
ported that the bill approved at the last meeting was presented to the 
General Assembly and referred, but they were unable to get it from the 
committee room again, and all the recommendation they had to offer was 
to "pick our flint" and try it again. Sixteen new members were enrolled. 
Al A. Yeager was chosen a second time as President and J. L. Thomp- 
son again elected Secretary. Tullahoma was selected for the meeting 
of the seventh convention in May, 1892. 

SEVENTH MEETING, 1 892. 

The seventh annual meeting convened in Tullahoma on Wednesday, 
May 25, 1892. This was the first meeting in one of the smaller towns, 
and while the attendance was not so large as at some of the previous 
conventions, there were fewer attractions to keep the members from the 
hall, and consequently each session was well attended and the meeting was 
a very enthusiastic one. At this meeting an incident occurred which came 
near ending in a wrangle. The case was this: In 1889 when President 
Sloan came to Nashville in the interest of the pharmacy law, the money 
for his expenses, it seems, was furnished by the Chattanooga Pharma- 
ceutical Club, and no mention was ever made of it, or claim for it, until 
this meeting (1892), when Mr. Drackett asked that the State Associa- 
tion reimburse the Club for the amount of $50.00 spent for that purpose. 
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Very few seemed to know- that the money was loaned, and while it was 
the impression that Dr. Sloan was sent by, and at the expense of, the 
Chattanooga druggists, if such was not the case it would be unjust that 
they should meet an expense incurred for the druggists of the State, 
still it was the concensus of opinion that the paying of the claim by the 
State Association might establish a precedent that in the future might 
bring trouble. After much argument a motion was offered and carried 
that the claim be paid at such time as the condition of the treasury of the 
Association would admit of. At this meeting J. O. Burge, of Nashville, 
was elected President, and R. W. Vickers, of Murfreesboro, chosen as 
Secretary, and Nashville named as the next place for meeting. 

EIGHTH MEETING, 1893. 

The eighth meeting of the T. S. D. A. was convened in Nashville on 
the third Wednesday in May, 1893, with President J. O. Burge in the chair. 

I entered my term as President with a pharmacy law in view as the 
goal to be fought for. I found many in our own ranks opposed to the 
enactment of the law through a misconception of its scope. They 
labored under the impression that if the act was passed they would have 
to stand an examination before they could register. It was necessary to 
get this matter straightened out before them in the right way and at 
once. In fact, this opposition of the druggists to the enactment of a 
pharmacy law was the most serious hindrance in the way of the 
passage of the act at the two former attempts at putting the bill through. 
It is easy to accomplish a task when you have behind you those whom 
you know will stay with you to the last ditch and when you are follow- 
ing in the trail of the "old guard." (With such workers as Will Vickers, 
J. L. Thompson, Jno. T. Jacocks, R. H. Gordon and others to depend on, 
and following in the trail of Dr. Sloan and Al A. Yeager, we had a 
comparatively easy start. We soon had a copy of the law with a letter 
of explanation in the hands of every druggist in the State, and when 
the fall election was over and the names of the successful candidates 
known, it was not long before each of them knew that a pharmacy bw 
would be before him at the January term for enactment, and some 
druggists in his district was directed to call on him if possible to explain 
and impress upon him the importance of the act. The bill was gotten 
before the Legislature early in the session, and I had the satisfaction of 
seeing it become a law and approved and signed on my birthday, March 
27, 1893. While this law did not apply to the whole of the State, it was 
an entering wedge, and led up to that point. It only embraced towns of 
5,000 inhabitants and over, which at that time only numbered seven — 
Nashville, Memphis, Chattanooga, Knoxville, Clarksville, Jackson and 
Murfreesboro. Soon after the passage of the act, I think it was the third 
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or fifth of April, His Excellency, Gov. Peter Tumey, appointed from the 
ten names furnished Jiim by the Secretary of the State Association the 
following persons, who constituted the first Board of Pharmacy of the 
State of Tennessee: R. H. Gordon, of Nashville, for five years; J. F. 
Voigt, of Chattanooga, for four years; Al A. Yeager, of Knoxville, for 
three years ; Louis Lauranson, of Memphis, for two years ; J. O. Burge, of 
Nashville, for one year. These five named gentlemen convened in Nash- 
ville on April i8 and 19, were sworn in as members of the Tennessee 
Board of Pharmacy by the Secretary of State, met in a room in the old 
Nicholson House (now Tulane) at the comer of Church and Spruce 
Streets, and organized by electing R. H. Gordon, President; J. F. Voigt, 
Vice-President, and J. O. Burge, Secretary. The first examination was 
held a month later on May 17 to 19, with a class of twelve candidates, 
eight of whom passed satisfactory examinations as registered pharma- 
cists. The eighth annual meeting of the Association was in session at the 
same time, and if I remember right your historian had about as many 
irons in the fire as he could manage, playing President of the Associa- 
tion and Secretary of the Board at the same time, notwithstanding this, 
and against his protest, he was again made President and R. W. Vickers 
chosen Secretary. The members seemed to think they had attained glory 
enough for one year, and no incident of historical interest was "pulled 
off" during the meeting, and they adjourned to meet in Chattanooga on 
the third Wednesday in May, 1894. 

NINTH MEETING, 1894. 

The ninth meeting was called to order on the i6th of May, 1894, at 
Chattanooga, by President J. O. Burge. Twenty-three new members were 
enrolled. At this meeting the date of meeting was changed by the recom- 
mendation of the President from the third Wednesday in May to the third 
Wednesday in July, on account of it bringing in such close proximity two 
meetings of the Board of Pharmacy — the annual meeting of the Board occur- 
ring on the third Tuesday in April and the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion on the third Wednesday in May. A recommendation was also made 
that the salary of the Secretary of the Association be raised from $50.00 to 
$100.00 a year and his necessary expenses, which was approved. It was 
decided to try an amendment to the pharmacy law before the next Legis- 
lature, seeking to make it apply to the whole State if possible, but leav- 
ing -it discretionary with the Legislative Committee to change this part 
and make it apply to towns of a certain number of inhabitants, if in their 
judgment they thought it necessary. J. F. Voigt, of Chattanooga, was 
chosen President and R. W. Vickers again Secretary. As the next place 
of meeting Monteagle was selected. 
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TENTH MEETING, 1895. 

On the 17th of July, 1895, the tenth meeting of the Association was 
called to order by President J. .F. Voigt at Monteagle. Nineteen new 
members were enrolled. The President in his address recommended tak- 
ing out a charter for the Association that it might procure representation 
in the Pharmacopoeial Convention of 1900. A paper entitled "Pharma- 
ceutical Education," by Prof. E. A. Ruddiman, of Vanderbilt, was read 
by Secretary Vickers because of the absence of the professor. This 
paper elicited considerable discussion, and brought forth the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

Whereas, there has been much discussion, pro and con, in regard to 
the advisability of eliminating practical experience as a requisite for 
graduation in the school of pharmacy, and believing this course unwise 
and seriously affecting the material interest of our professioni and that 
the knowledge gained from practical experience is the foundation on 
which the theoretical structure should be built, therefore be it 

Resolved, That we most heartily disapprove and earnestly protest 
against colleges of pharmacy abrogating practical experience as a requi- 
site for a graduate of pharmacy. 

At the January, 1895, term of the Legislature an amendment to the 
pharmacy law was passed making it applicable to all cities and towns of 
500 inhabitants or over. A. B. Rains, of Columbia, was elected President, 
R. W. Vickers, Secretary, and as several places were nominated for the 
next place of meeting, the selection was left to the committee, who 
named Chickamauga Park. 

ELEVENTH MEETING, 1896. 

Accordingly the eleventh meeting was notable in that it was held 
out of the State, being called to order at Crawfish Springs, Ga., by 
President A. B. Rains, on July i8, 1896, and an incident worthy of note 
was a motion passed extending an urgent invitation to the A. Ph. A. to 
hold its 1897 meeting in the city of Nashville, that being the year of 
the Tennessee Centennial Exposition, and your historian, armed with this 
invitation and a similar one from the Governor, the Mayor of Nashville, 
the Nashville Board of Trade, the Tennessee Centennial Commission, 
and the Department of Pharmacy of Vanderbilt, went in person to Mon- 
treal, Canada, to deliver the same and urge its acceptance, but the mis- 
sion was a fruitless one, as the A. Ph. A. was under an agreement of the 
previous year to go to Mackinac Island. G. C. Childers, of Knoxville, 
was elected President, R. W. Vickers, Secretary, and Nashville chosen as 
the next place of meeting. 
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TWELFTH MEETING^ 1897. 

The twelfth meeting was at Nashville, and called to order by Pres- 
ident G, C. Childers on July 21, 1897. The only incident of historical 
interest that occurred during this year was an amendment passed at the 
January term of the Legislature extending the pharmacy law to cover the 
entire State. B. H. Owen, of Clarksville, was elected President; R. W. 
Vickers, Secretary, and Kingston Springs as the next place of meeting. 
The growth of the Association and increase of business requiring more 
time it was decided to make a three days meeting of it. 

THIRTEENTH MEETING, 1898. 

The thirteenth convention assembled in the hall of Allen Hotel at 
Kingston Springs on July 20, 1898. In the annual proceedings of this 
year will l^e noted some interesting comments by President B. H. Owen 
on the Pure Food and Drug Congress held in the city of Washington that 
year, and the Brosius pure food bill then pending in Congress, together 
with a strong arraignment of the Spanish war tax on drugs and medi- 
cines which he designates as "Class legislation in a most offensive sense." 
This is the last meeting of the Association your historian had the pleas- 
ure of attending, havmg up to this time only missed two. D. S. Page 
was here selected as President, R. W. Vickers as Secretary, and Jackson 
the next place of meeting. 

FOURTEENTH MEETING, iSpQ. 

The fourteenth annual meeting was called to meet in Jackson on 
July 19, 1899. President D. S. Page was absent, and neither of the 
Vice-Presidents being present, ex-President Owen was called to the chair, 
and on motion was chosen to act as President for this meeting. At this 
meeting Mr. Page in his inaugural* address calls the attention of the Asso- 
ciation to the organization of the N. A. R. D. and recommends that the 
Association affiliate with it at once and the Committee on President's 
Address especially endorsed this action and recommended that the Secre- 
tary be instructed to remit 25 cents per capita on all paid up members, 
that membership may be had in the N. A. R. D. J. L. Nelson Was elected 
President, R. W. Vickers, Secretary, and Kingston Springs named for the 
place of next meeting. 

FIFTEENTH MEETING, I9OO. 

The fifteenth annual meeting was called to order by President J. L 
Nelson at Kingston Springs on July i8, 1900. At this meeting eighty-one 
new members were added to the roll. Secretary Vickers reported that, ac- 
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cording to instructions given him at the last meeting, he had immediately 
applied for membership in the N. A. R. D., and the Association was 
elected to the same. 

During this year suit was brought against the Association by John 
Turner of Trenton, Tenn., charging a combination, under the anti-trust 
laws, to hold up prices on patent medicines in restraint of trade. The 
suit was compromised at a cost of $175.00 for lawyers* fees, etc. The 
Legislative Committee reported an increase in the practice of adulterating 
food products and drugs, and recommended the enactment of a law 
restricting the sale of cocaine. The Committee also favored the enact- 
ment of a pure food and drug law, provided the interest of chemists and 
druggists could be properly safeguarded. Ernest Hawkins, of Huntingdon, 
was elected President and R. W. Vickers, Secretary. The Secretary's 
salary was raised to $150.00 per year. Monteagle was selected for the 
meeting place. 

SIXTEENTH MEETING, IQOI. 

On July 17, 1901, the sixteenth annual meeting of the T. S. D. A. was 
called to order by Vice-President H. W. McDonald at Monteagle. A let- 
ter received from President Ernest Hawkins and read at the last session 
of this meeting in which he regretted very much his inability to be present 
at the meeting, caused by the recent illness and death of his mother 
which rendered it impossible for him to be away from home at that time. 
The letter, he stated, could be accepted in lieu of an inaugural address, 
and in it he presented some very timely suggestions. Vice-President Mc- 
Donald presided as President during the entire convention. At this meet- 
ing Article 4 of the Constitution was so amended as to read, "The officers 
of this Association shall be a President, three Vice-Presidents, one to be 
elected from each grand division of the state, a Secretary and a Treasurer, 
who shall constitute the Executive Committee." 

At the election of officers H. W. McDonald, of Lebanon, was chosen 
"President, R. W. Vickers, Secretary, and Bon Aqua named as next place 
of meeting. 

SEVENTEENTH MEETING, I902. 

The seventeenth meeting was presided over by President McDonald, 
and the first session was called to order at Bon Aqua Springs on the 
morning of July i6, 1902. President McDonald's address was one of the 
features of this meeting, and the motto with which he closed it is worth 
preserving. It reads: "Forward, ever forward, and upward to higher 
and better conditions of pharmacy in Tennessee." R. L. Eves, of Nash- 
ville, was selected as President. R. W. Vickers, who had served the 
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Association so long and efficiently as Secretary, declined to stand for 
further election, and a more appropriate farewell cannot be said to a 
faithful, energetic and proficient officer than the resolution adopted on his 
retiring, which was as follows: 

Resolved, That this Association accepts the resignation of R. W. Vick- 
ers. Secretary, with profound appreciation of the deep loss sustained, 
and that we extend him a unanimous vote of thanks for the very proficient 
services rendered during his long term in office. He served ten consecu- 
tive years as Secretary. 

£. F. Trolinger, of Bell Buckle, was chosen as his successor, and 
Monteagle named as the next place of meeting. 

EIGHTEENTH MEETING, I903. 

In 1903 the eighteenth meeting of the T. S. D. A. was convened at 
Monteagle on July 15 with President R. L. Eves in the chair. This year 
was noted for great activity on the part of the Legislature to amend the 
pharmacy law by such enactments as would have nullified the good accom 
plished by the law, and virtually would have put the Board of Pharmacy 
out of business. There would have been no necessity for an examining 
board, for all that would have been necessary to become a registered phar- 
macist would have been to secure a permit to sell drugs in some cross- 
roads store and stay there three years, on this secure a certificate 
of registration, and without further qualifications the applicant would 
have been licensed to conduct a drug store and fill prescriptions m any 
place in the state: A bill seeking to convey such privileges was introduced 
at this session, and required close watching by the Legislative Committee 
to prevent its passage. The annual address of President Eves and the 
report of Chairman Owen, of the Legislative Committee, for that year 
shows a great tendency on the part of legislators, either unthoughtedly, 
through ignorance, or an utter disregard of the effect on former legisla- 
tion, to introduce bills for enactment that have stamped on the face of 
them selfishness, one-man-legislation, or graft, in such plain terms, that 
an honest man would be ashamed to append his name to them. Phar- 
macy certainly comes in for its share of such legislation. If business 
gets dull in almost any State Legislature, or the General Government needs 
a few dollars for any special purpose, to amend the Pharmacy Law, or 
"stick" some special tax on the druggist, appears as "the first aid to the 
legislator." This Legislature, however, passed one redeeming act, an 
amendment was passed relieving the Registered Pharmacist from jury 
duty. The President chosen at this meeting was J. H. Wilson, of Martin. 
E. F. Trolinger was made Secretary again, and Lookout Mountain selected 
as the next place of meeting. 
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NINETEENTH MEETING, I9O4. 

The nineteenth annual meeting was called to order at Lookout Moun- 
tain Inn on July 20, 1904, President J. H. Wilson presiding. 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee called for the purpose on 
March 21, 1904, the necessary legal steps were taken to change the name 
of the Association from the T. S. D. A. to that of the Tennessee Phar- 
maceutical Association. As there was already a T. P. A. (Travelers* Pro- 
tective Association), the abbreviation for the new name will be T. Ph. A. 

R. W. Vickers, of Murfreesboro, was honored wHh the Presidency, E. 
F. Trolinger made Secretary, and the next convention went to Bon Aqua. 

TWENTIETH MEETING, I905. 

President R. W. Vickers called the twentieth annual meetinfj: to order 
on July 19, 1905, at Bon Aqua Springs. This was an enthusiastic meeting, 
and is represented to have had more members present at the openini^ ses- 
sion than any previous meeting, and forty-six new members were added 
to the roll. President Vickers* very able address was timely and highly 
complimented by the committee appointed to consider and report on the 
sentiments and suggestions contained therein. At the session of the 
Legislature that year a bill was enacted giving the Grand Jury in 
quisitorial power in cases of violation of the Pharmacy Lav/ The mode 
of nominating officers of the Association by committee was dispensed with 
and nominations from the floor by individual members was adopted. The 
date of meeting was changed from the third Wednesday in July to the 
third Tuesday in the same month. During this year a Ladies* Auxiliary 
was organized to assist the Association in its work. 

T. J. Shannon, of Sharon, was elected President, E. F. Trolinger again 
named for Secretary, and Lookout Mountain selected as the next place 
of meeting. 

TWENTY-FIRST MEETING, I906. 

President T. J. Shannon called the twenty-first annual meeting of the 
T. Ph. A. to order on July 17, 1906, at Lookout Mountain Inn. The min- 
utes show a good attendance of the membership and a pleasant and 
profitable meeting, both socially and professionally, but nothing of his- 
torical interest occurred. Twenty new members were placed on the roll. 
Dan Lenehan, of Monteagle, was made President, E. F. Trolinger, Secre- 
tary, and Monteagle selected as next place of meeting. 
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TWENTY-SECOND MEETING^ I907. 

At II A. M. on Tuesday, July i6, 1907, the twenty-second annual con- 
vention of the T. Ph. A. was called to order by President Dan Lenehan 
at Monteagle. The Secretary's report shows this to have been one of 
the most strenuous years in the existence of the Association, as regards 
the work done through that office. Thirty-five new members were added. 
The Treasurer's report shows the largest amount of money collected 
and disbursed and left a good balance in bank. The odd year is always 
legislative year in Tennessee, and it would have been odd indeed had 
not the session of igpy come up with a full crop of ignorant, selfish and 
nonsensical bills for enactment, such as were calculated to harass and 
worry those engaged in the calling which furnishes the remedies that 
give relief to the pains and ills of suffering humanity. The report of the 
Legislative Committee shows they had their hands full, as the State Pure 
Food and Drug Bill was up for enactment, and it was only through extra- 
ordinary vigilance and care that the committee succeeded in getting a bill 
passed that was at 'all fair and acceptable to the Pharmacists. It was 
understood that the physicians and druggists wanted the same bill. The 
Legislative Committee of the T. Ph. A. was informed that the State Med- 
ical Association was preparing the bill, which, it was understood, would 
be submitted to the druggists before being presented to the Legislature for 
enactment. This was never done, but the bill was introduced and passed 
the second reading before the druggists had an opportunity of examining 
it, and then it was found not to be what was wanted, as it differed in 
several points from the National Bill. After several meetings with the 
physicians and the Sanitary Committee of the House, it was finally agreed 
to have this bill conform to the National. The fight for representation 
on the Board of Commissioners was not so easily won, and it is a shame 
and an outrage that the Pharmacists of the State should be denied a voice 
in enforcing the requirements of the law after the Board of Pharmacy 
had for fourteen years done all in their power» with the limited means 
at their disposal, to guarantee to the public standard drugs and medicines 
and without a penny's cost to the State for the same. 

Bills to allow physicians to register as Registered Pharmacists without 
examination are beginning to appear as regular on the calendar of the 
State Legislature as the one seeking to have the formula of all patent med- 
icines on the label. One was introduced at this session providing for 
the registration of physicians living in counties under 20,000 inhabitants 
without examination. This bill was passed by the House, but the Com 
mittee succeeded in getting it turned down by the Senate. It is remarkable 
that physicians will be so persistent in trying to secure registration with- 
out examination, when it is required by nearly every State Board that 
graduates in pharmacy must stand the examinations in order to be regis- 
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tered. It is obvious that physicians, with little or no practical experi- 
ence, and with the little theoretical knowledge of Pharmacy taught in a 
medical course, can be as well qualified to dispense medicines as a grad- 
uate of a college of Pharmacy. 

The earnest commendation and the hearty thanks of the T. Ph. A. 
and of every druggist in the State is certainly due to the faithful little 
band who rallied to the support of the cause of Pharmacy, and by their 
vigilance and hard work did what they could to prevent the enactment of 
laws which would have been very disastrous and oppressive to the drug 
interest .of the entire State. They not only furnished their time and 
labor for defeating this obnoxious legislation, but without calling on the 
Association for any aid whatever, they raised $175.62 with which to meet 
the expenses incurred. Special mention for services rendered in this con- 
nection is certainly due to the Chairman of the Legislative Committee, 
E. F. Trolinger, and the following named gentlemen who so faithfully 
contributed their time, money and influence to aid in the cause. Besides 
Chairman Trolinger there were from the retail druggists of Nashville, Ira 
B. Clark, D. J. Kuhn, M. E. Hutton, D. H. Neil and S. C. Davis, and from 
the wholesale druggists, C. S. Martin, of Spurlock-Neal Co., and D. D. 
Philips, of Berry, Demoville & Co.; from Memphis, F. W. Ward and C. 

M. Renkert; from Chattanooga, J. F. Voigt and Fritts, of Fritts 

& Weihl; from Knoxville, W. A. McBath and D. C. Chapman, of Chap- 
man Drug Co.; R. W. Vickers, of Murfreesboro, and O. J. Nance, of 
Jackson. 

This remarkable year was brought to a close by electing M. E. Hut- 
ton, of Nashville, President; E. F. Trolinger, Secretary, and the choice 
of the place of meeting was left to the decision of the Executive Com- 
mittee, to be selected from a number of places put in nomination. This 
Committee met in January following and selected Sewanee. 

TWENTY-THIRD MEETING, IQOS. 

At Sewanee on July 21, 1908, the twenty-third annual meeting of the 
T. Ph. A. was convened by President M. E. Hutton. As there is usually 
a calm after a storm, this year, 1908, as compared with its predecessor, 
seems very placid. It appears to have furnished some fuss and feathers, 
but very little meat, so your Historian must go hungry for events to chron- 
icle. The attendance was fairly good, and twenty-four new members were 
placed on the. roll. D. A. Rosenthal, of Knoxville, was chosen President, 
E. F. Trolinger elected Secretary, and those in attendance were so well 
pleased with the reception at Sewanee that it was unanimously chosen as 
the meeting place for 1909. 

6 
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TWENTY-FOURTH MEETING^ IQOQ. 

The twenty-fourth meeting was called to order at Sewanee on July 
20, I909» by President D. A. Rosenthal. The Legislature assembled in 
January of this year, and it was expected that the usual budget of 
amendments to the Pharmacy Act would be forthcoming, biit the State- 
Wide Prohibition Law was brought under the limelight, and so engrossed 
the attention of the law-makers that the Pharmacy Law was almost over- 
looked, only one little amendment was passed, and that was slipped 
through on Saturday night, the last day of the Legislature, after 12 
o'clock. It was passed for the benefit of one man, and was decided as 
unconstitutional by the attorney of the Board of Pharmacy and registra- 
tion was denied the party. 

The address of President Rosenthal was one of the features of this 
meeting, and the tribute paid the Ladies' Auxiliary in bis closing remarks 
is worthy of preservation for the sentiment contained therein. He said: 
"To me, on this occasion, I believe has been assigned the most pleasant 
part of all, that of addressing you socially in opening this convention, and 
it would be amiss if I did not take this opportunity to acknowledge that 
our heartfelt pleasures derived in this life, our greatest inspirations, our 
sweetest consolations, all come from a source that is alone in its sphere ; 
no perfume so fragrant, no light so soft and radiant, no influence so far- 
reaching as woman. Ladies, wives, daughters and sweethearts, I greet 
you and your most excellent Auxiliary. May you be with us in your 
heaven-born helpfulness until the valley has been descended and the river 
crossed." 

W. I. Gates, of Whiteville, was made President, E. F. Trolinger was 
re-elected Secretary, and Raleigh Springs, near Memphis, chosen as the 
place of meeting for 1910, and this being the Silver anniversary of the 
Association, every member was urged to use his best endeavor to make 
this the banner meeting of the organization. 

TWENTY-FIFIH MEETING, IpIO. 

The "Silver Anniversary" (25th annual meeting) of the T. Ph. A. was 
convened in Memphis at the Gayoso Hotel by President W. I. Gates on 
Tuesday, July 19, 19 10. The change of meeting place from Raleigh Springs 
to Memphis was made necessary by the former place having been leased as 
a sanitarium, and closed to the reception and Entertainment of guests. This 
year 1910 has undoubtedly been the banner year of the Association, as 
viewed from every standpoint. More members were present, there being 
about 125, with 209 names on the register, including the ladies, traveling 
men, and visiting pharmacists. More money was collected and disbursed 
and a larger balance remained than at any previous meeting. The largest 
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number of new members were presented and elected — 119 names being 
added to the roll, eighty-five of which were brought in by two members, 
Mr. C. M. Renkert, of Memphis, jpresenting forty-five and securing the 
prize of $10.00 in gold offered by President Gates for the member bringing 
in the greatest number, and V. H. Raybum, also of Memphis, secured 
forty applications, and as soon as the announcement was made a collection 
was at once taken up among the members present and a prize of $10.00 in 
gold given Mr. Raybum. More distinguished visitors were present than 
ever before, among them was Prof. E. G. Eberle, of Dallas, Texas, Presi- 
dent of the American Pharmaceutical Association; Mr. Thos. H. Potts, of 
Chicago, 111., Secretary of the National Association of Retail Druggists; 
Dr. J. B. Bond, the veteran member of the Arkansas Board of Pharmacy; 
E. Berger, of the Florida Board of Pharmacy; C. D. Jordan, Secretary of 
the Georgia Board of Pharmacy, and others. 

At this meeting a Travelers* Auxiliary was organized with a member- 
ship of forty-five, and was at once given recognition. The object of this 
organization will be to aid the T. Ph. A. in raising the standards of phar- 
macy and spreading the influence of the parent Association in every way 
that will advance the drug interests of the State. If rightly conducted it 
can be made a great aid to the Association in securing new members and 
awakening interest in it. Another organization effected at this meeting 
was "The Association of Southern Boards of Pharmacy," which it is 
hoped will very materially aid in placing pharmacy in the South on a 
higher plane by promoting friendly relations and good fellowship among 
the Boards of Pharmacy in this section. The Boards of Florida, Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Georgia, North Car- 
olina, and South Carolina have signified their willingness to co-operate 
and most of them were represented at the meeting. 

Carl M. Renkert, of Memphis, was elected President, and E. F. 
Trolinger, Secretary. Nashville was selected as the place of meeting for 
1911. 

Now let us look back over the twenty-five years covered by the life of 
this Association, and see if we can show wherein it has been of benefit to 
the drug trade of the State. First, we find a good strong organization, 
the members of which are thoroughly united and banded together for 
the protection and benefit of the drug interests of the whole State. There 
are no factions or schisms among them. So far all have steadily worked 
for the greatest good of the greatest number. The Association has meas- 
ured up to the high ideal set by its organizers, and has followed closely 
the motto: "Forward, still forward, and upward to higher standards for 
pharmacy in Tennessee." Every idea suggesting improvement or better- 
ment of drug conditions in the State has been endorsed and put into 
service, and the culminating of our "Silver Anniversary" has certainly 
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justified the prophesy made at the first meeting that "These gentlemen 
arrived in this city yesterday morning an unorganized delegation and leave 
an established Association, success will be sure to attend such a well 
organized body of workers, when all are working fof one end." The 
amount saved to the druggists of the State in dollars and cents by the 
repeal of the back tax act was a noble beginning for the Association. The 
amount would have reached thousands of dollars and many would have 
been driven into bankruptcy with want and destitution staring them and 
•their families in the face. This -was the first star in the crown of the new 
enterprise, and shows what can be accomplished by organization, but there 
are still nxany druggists in the State who are not members, and some who 
even think that Associations do no good. 

But the one work of which this Association should be proud and that 
brought the greatest good to the greatest number was the passage of the 
Pharmacy Law, after six long years of hard fighting. The other act 
brought relief to the druggists themselves only, and might be looked upon 
by some as a measure of selfishness, but the fight for the Pharmacy Act 
could not be so regarded, as it brought protection to the public by the 
requirement that those who entered the drug business after its passage 
must be qualified to dispense their drugs and medicines with honesty and 
intelligence. It was a protection to the pharmacist by shutting the door 
of the profession in the face of ignorance and incompetency, and admit- 
ting only those who should prove their capacity and qualification before a 
board of competent pharmacists appointed to judge of the same. It pro- 
hibited the unqualified and degenerate from engaging in a calling wherein 
daily the health and lives of people of the community would be at the 
mercy of many who were not at all qualified for such responsible positions 
as dispensing medicine to the sick, and whose only certificate was enough 
ready cash to make a satisfactory payment on the stock of drugs and med- 
icines required to open up a store in the selected locality. 

Many other benefits which this organization has brought to the drug- 
gists of the State might be named in this resume, but what has been men- 
tioned is sufficient to show that the quarter century just closing has not 
been spent by the Association and its members in idleness and inactivity, 
but has been of great aid to the entire drug interests of the State. If every 
druggist would stop to think of the many advantages that would accrue to 
the profession if every member engaged in the calling would place his 
name on the roll of membership, and when an3rthing of vital importance to 
the trade hoves in sight let every fellow put his shoulder to the wheel ana 
turn his part of the load. Don't be willing to stand back and let some 
one else do your work and pay your part of the expense also. 

The Association has made a good record for the first twenty-five years, 
let us hope that the "Golden Anniversary** will show as great an improve- 
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ment over the present as has been made since the start. The closing of 
the first quarter century of the T. Ph. A. leaves the Association on a 
sound financial basis, the principles it stands for and which have always 
been advocated by its leaders and directors have always been sound and 
up-to-date, and its power for usefulness to the drug interests of the 
entire State was never greater than just now. With a desire to advance 
the interests and uphold the standards of pharmacy in the State it has 
always been aggressive, ever ready to "bat or combat" anything it deemed 
Was for or against the general good of the profession. Those druggists 
who are not now affiliated with this Association should think seriously 
over the good it has accomplished and the strength there is in "union," 
and start off the new quarter century by contributing their mite in the 
way of dues and placing their names on the roll of membership at the 
191 1 meeting. Now in conclusion your historian would like to extend 
his thanks for your kind indulgence and say doubtless many of the ex- 
pressions and phrases may not read like a Hume, Macauley, or Ridpath, 
still he has tried to tell you in his own way what has so far been done 
by the Association without prejudice or partiality. I would also like to 
suggest that the President-elect appoint a historian for the Association, 
and that he be requested to begin on his job at once and present a report 
at each meeting beginning with 191 1. This will give our semi-centennial 
reporter an easier task than has fallen to your humble servant.

SALESMANSHIP. 

BY SAMUEL C. DAVIS. 

Salesmanship does not begin or end with the simple selling of an arti- 
cle, if it did, good salesmen would not be so scarce. Many factors enter 
into a sale — the interests of salesman and buyer should be identical — ^the 
clear cut sale to a customer should be a come back every time, it should 
create satisfaction and make the customer an asset to both salesman and 
store. 

The true salesman knows and understands his merchandise, whatever 
the kind. The first-class salesman should be able to answer all ordinary 
quesition of the customer as to quality, place of growth, or manufacture, 
etc. A good drug salesman should be able to point out the good qualities 
of the various kinds of merchandise that make up the drug stock of 
to-day. 

Very few drug clerks can tell any particular reason why one hair 
brush costs more than another, or why two sponges of the same com- 
parative size cost 10 and 25 or 50 cents. 

Salesmanship is selling a $1.50 fountain syringe to a customer who 
desired a 50-cent one, by talking quality, showing the difference and last- 
ing satisfaction of buying good goods instead of cheap. The sound sales- 
man is the one who knows his goods, talks and sells quality, not talk 
quality and then deliver cheap goods. 

The sound salesman makes friends of a large portion of his cus- 
tomers, and is a force to be reckoned with. The value of personal appear- 
ance, such as dress, bearing and manner should not be discounted. The 
slovenly salesman, like the dirty store, makes no friends, both are even 
lowered in their own estimation. Also salesmanship and laziness are not 
compatible. Statistics and experiments have proven that weariness in- 
creases the liability to carelessness about 700 per cent, and a careless clerk 
canfiot be a good salesman. It is better to send a tired salesman home to 
rest than to let him attempt to wait on your customers. 

The ability to sell something just as good when you are out of a 
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certain line of goods may be a valuable attribute of salesmanship, but 
it will never be as valuable as the ability to keep up stock. 

Salesmanship is to make your customers want the best class of 
goods you have, and to make them want to come back to your store. 



IS PRICE PROTECTION OF MANUFACTURING APPRE- 
CIATED BY RETAILER?

This question is one which should be given a good deal of attention, 
especially in the city of Memphis, where prices are so demoralized. I 
have always given preference to firms that try to uphold the prices of 
goods and push the same, as there will be no comeback to the sale, and 
no one will tell you, "I can buy such a man's goods for less than what 
you sell it for." 

Gentlemen, the drug business is not the only business that has had 
trouble in Memphis. One of our largest grocery merchants in Memphis, 
who controls thirty-two stores, is doing all in his power, spending lots of 
money, advertising to the people that the reason he does not handle such a 
man's goods is that he will not sell it to him if he cuts the regular selling 
price. I think there is a time coming when we will be able to get full prices 
on pretty nearly everything in our line, especially sundries and toilet arti- 
cles. You do not see Colgate's, Palmer's, Miles' and a number of other 
price protectors line of good advertised in our Monday special sales or our 
anniversary sales, and as the question, /.$■ price protection appreciated by the 
retailer f I say. No. Not by a majority of Memphis druggists. 



DOES IT PAY TO ENCOURAGE THE SALE OF PENNY AND 

FIVE-CENT ARTICLES. 

BY S. C. DAVia: 

If the Committee on Queries in offering this question for discussion 
mean penny and five-cent sales in drugs, I would at once and mo,st em- 
phatically answer No; but if they mean the average penny and five-cent 
miscellaneous sale, decidedly yes, and why: First, because the majority of 
your penny and five-cent customers are the children, and any druggist 
who secures the trade of the children of his locality will eventually get 
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practically the majority of the grown-up trade. Get the good will of 
the children, they have a much greater influence in making any given 
store popular or unpopular in their neighborhood than many druggists 
think. All of us can recall the time when as children we had a strong 
aversion to entering some special drug store, and would even go so far 
as to go several blocks out of our way when sent to make a purchase. 
Our dislike to this particular store, in the majority of cas^s, was caused 
by the uncivil treatment of merchant or clerk who waited on us. An 
impression was created in our child's mind that our "Penny's worth of 
candy, or pencil or chalk" was an intrusion, and that we were not 
wanted — he may not have intended to drive us to the next drug store, 
but that was usually the result. ^ 

All people like to trade at the nearby store, and all things being equal, 
will go to the courteous clerk, and children are no exception; in fact, 
they are more sensitive to the manners which grown-up people assume to 
them than are adults. Children do not like to be spoken to roughly, and 
rather than be waited on t)y a gruflf, discourteous clerk or proprietor 
when making a penny piVrchase, will go to a little distant store where they 
feel that their pennies are acceptable. 

What is more important, they talk readily to their companions and to 
their parents of this disagreeable, discourteous man who waited on them 
in a certain store, and are positive they will not go to that store again, 
but rather to the other store, where the man behind the counter spoke 
pleasantly, and the other children, and more often the parents, hearing this 
are strongly influenced and decide on the latter store as the place to 
trade. The druggist who observes .the children passing his door to go 
to his competitor for the many penny and five-cent articles, and who 
wonders why this is so, could by a little examination discover that it is 
his demeanor to the little ones that causes the loss of trade. The good 
will of the penny and five-cent child customer is a valuable asset to any 
business, for eventually the child becomes the young man or miss, and 
later the head of a household, and if treated properly as a child can be 
counted on as a customer as an adult. 

Then we should also remember that several large fortunes have been 
accumulated from the much abused penny and five-cent trade. How many 
nickels have Ivory Soap, Coca-Cola, Moving Pictures, etc., harvested? 
How many pennies do the slot machines earn daily ? 

Remember that the average profit on penny sales is 40 per cent, on 
five-cent sales, 50 per cent. 100 penny sales means 40 cents profit; 20 
five-cent sales mean 50 cents profit; total, 90 cents profit. One $1.00 sale 
averages about 27 cents profit; one 50 cents sale averages about 13 cents 
profit; two 25 cent sales average about 14 cents profit; total, 54 cents 
profit; or 90 cents profit in small sales against 54 cents in the large sales, 
and you will find on investigation that the time consumed is about the 
same on total sales. 
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CONSTITUTION 



ARTICLE I. 

This Associatiofn shall be called "The Tennessee Pharmaceu- 
tical Association." 

ARTICLE 11. 

The object of this Association shall be to promote the interests 
of the druggists of the State and to encourage the enactment of 
such laws as shall be for their advantage and protection. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section i. The Association shall consist of active and hon- 
orary members. 

Sec. 2. Any druggist or pharmacist residing in this State, of 
good moral character and professional standing, may become an 
active member of the Association. 

Sec. 3. Chemists, pharmaceutical journalists, and scientific 
men may be elected honorary members, who shall not be required 
to contribute to the funds of the Association or be entitled to 
vote or hold office. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section i. The officers of the Association shall be a Presi- 
dent, three Vice-Presidents (one to be selected from each division 
of the State), a Secretary and a Treasurer, who shall constitute 
the Executive Committee. 

Sec 2. All the officers shall be elected annually by ballot, and 
hold office for one year, or until their successors are elected and 
installed. 

Sec 3. Their duties shall be such as usually pertain to the 
office which they severally hold. 

Sec 4- The Treasurer shall disburse no moneys except by 
order of the President, attested by the Secretary. 
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BY-LAWS 



ARTICLE L 

Section i. The meetings of the Association shall be held an- 
nually on the second Tuesday in July. 

Se'c. 2. The place of the next meeting shall be determined by 
the Association when in session ; otherwise by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings may be called at the request, in writ- 
ing, of ten members of the Association, if the objects of the call 
be approved by a majority of the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE II. 

Fifteen (15) members of the Association shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section i. The name of any one entitled to membership un- 
der the Constitution shall be enrolled by the Secretary when the 
application for membership is approved, by at least one member 
of the Association and is accompanied by the annual dues, and not 
objected to by any member of the Executive Committee. 

Sec 2. Any one w"ho may be deemed worthy of honorary 
membership may be elected by a majority vote of the Association 
in annual session. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Every member shall pay into the hands of the Secretary the 
sum of $2, in advance, as annual dues of the Association. All 
members in arrears for dues for three years shall be dropped from 
the roll. 
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ARTICLE V. 

Section i. The President shall, before the close of each an- 
nual meeting, appoint the following committees, each consisting 
of three members — viz,, Committee on Trade Interests, Commit- 
tee on Membership, Committee on Entertainment, and Committee 
on Publicity; also a Committee on Legislation, which shall be of 
five members. 

Sec. 2. The Committee on Trade Interests shall report at each 
annual meeting their observations and information upon all sub- 
jects that may seem to them of interest to the Association. 

The Committee on Legislation shall keep a record of the 
enactments of the Legislature affecting the practice of pharmacy 
and the sale of medicines. They shall report at each annual 
meeting of the Association what legislation has occurred during 
the year on such subjects and recommend such further legislation 
as may be needed. This committee shall consist of two members 
of the Board and three members of the Association. 

ARTICLE VI. 
The order of business shall be: 

1. Call of the roll of officers. 

2. Reading minutes of previous meeting. 

3. Enrollment of new members.

Constitution 



ARTICLE I. 

This Association shall be called The Travelers' Auxiliary of 
the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association.

ARTICLE I. 



Section i. The meeting of the Association shall be held an- 
nually in conjunction with time and place of the Pharmaceutical 
Association.

REPORT OF SECRETARY. 

March i, 1910. 
To His Excellency, Governor M. R. Patterson, Nashville, Tenn. 

Dear Sir: In compliance with the Pharmacy Act, I have the honor 
to submit to you and the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association a report of 
the proceedings of the Tennessee Board of Pharmacy for the year ending 
December 31, 1909. 

During this period the Board has held four meetings, all of these being 
the regular quarterly meetings for the examination of candidates for 
registration. 

.The first meeting was held in Nashville January 19 to 21, inclusive, all 
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members of the Board being present. Thirty-nine candidates were en- 
rolled as qualified for the examination. 

The class was instructed in the method of holding the examination, 
and put to work in the branch of pharmacy, conducted by Mr. W. A. 
McBath. This branch was completed at 12 o'clock noon, and the Board 
and class taking a recess until 2 o'clock, at which hour the examinations 
were resumed in the branch of materia medica, conducted by Mr. J. B. 
Sand and concluded at 3:30 o'clock. The branch of chemistry was then 
taken up, in charge of Mr. D. H. Neil, and completed at 5:15 o'clock. 
At this hour the Board and class was adjourned to meet Wednesday 
morning at 9:30 o'clock. 

Wednesday Morning, January 20, 1909. 

Pursuant to adjournment, Board met and class was called to order, 
resuming the examinations in the branch of operative pharmacy, con- 
ducted by Mr.^F. W. Ward. This branch was completed at 12 o'clock 
noon, which concluded the examinations. 

The Board proceeded with the grading of the papers of the several 
candidates, which resulted in seventeen of the applicants making grades 
entitling them to registered pharmacists papers and fourteen of the class' 
made grades to give them certificates of assistant pharmacists. 

This being the annual meeting of the Board it was reorganized, and 
the following officers elected: O. J. Nance, President; W. A. McBath, 
Vice-President, Ira B. Clark, Secretary, E. A. Ruddiman, Chemist, and 
Ed. F. Jared, Attorney. 

Nothing else coming to the Board's attention, it was adjourned to 
meet in Memphis, April 20, 1909. 

Pursuant to adjournment the Board met in regular quarterly session 
at the Gayoso Hotel in Memphis, April 20, 1909. All members of the 
Board present. There were thirty-eight candidates present, qualified for 
the examination. At the conclusion of the examination the papers of the 
candidates were graded with result of thirteen of the class qualifying as 
registered pharmacists and ten as assistant pharmacists. 

At this meeting the Board had much routine business to transact, 
and among other things accomplished was the revocation of the five-year 
ruling, allowing those who had had five years' experience in actual pre- 
scription work to register as assistant pharmacists without examination. 
Board adjourned to meet in Sewanee July 19, 1909. 

Pursuant to adjournment, Board met in Sewanee July 19, 1909, hold- 
ing a four-day session. All members of the Board present. A class of 
fifty-two was present for the examination, and at the conclusion of the 
grading of the papers twenty-four were found qualified to receive the 
registered pharmacists and thirteen of the number qualified for license as 
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assistant pharmacists. Board adjourned to meet in Knoxville October 
19, 1909. 

Pursuant to adjournment, Board met in Knoxville October 19 to 21 
inclusive. All members of the Board present. Twenty-seven candidates 
were present and qualified for the examination. Of this number, six 
were found qualified to receive registered pharmacists certificates and ten 
qualified as assistant pharmacists. Board adjourned to meet in Nashville 
January 18, 1910. 

During the year one hundred and fifty-six candidates were examined 
at the four meetings, and it will be noted that this is the greatest number 
of candidates that feas ever appeared before the Board in any one year, 
about thirty-eight per cent of this number standing successful examina- 
tions. The large number of applicants appearing before the Board is 
due, no doubt, to a more general knowledge of the law*s requirements by 
the druggists of the State and a desire on their part to observe the law. 

The Board*s legal representative has been very active during the year, 
and made inspections of drug stores and other stores where drugs are 
sold, in all sections of the State, with the result that practically all of the 
general merchandise stores and the grocers have discontinued the sale of 
drugs and poisons and the drug stores have legally qualified men in 
charge, thereby giving the public much better service. The Board feels 
much gratification over the improved conditions in the sale of drugs and 
poisons, the higher plane to which the practice of pharmacy has been 
elevated and the conservation of the public health.
